Everett Colby, a Republican leader in 
New Jersey and former State Senator 
there, told the committee that ‘‘there 
never was a time when the people 
lacked confidence in their leaders at 
Washington so much as at the present 
moment,” and he arraigned the Repub- 
lican Party for promises made in 1920 
which he said had not yet been ful- 
filled. He charged that he and other 
voters had been misled by Republican 
leaders and that unless the Senate acted 
before the election hundreds of thous- 
ands would feel that they had been be- 
trayed. 

Mr. Colby, known as a Progressive, is 
Chairman of the Executive Committee of 
the League of Nations Non-Partisan As- 
sociation. He was not down on the reg- 
ula? list of speakers of the Churches of 
Christ in America, which arranged the 
program. “When that list had been ex- 
hausted today Senator Pepper, who was 
presiding, invited any one in the room 
to speak. 

Mr. Colby related some of his observa- 
tions in Europe, and particularly con- 
versations with members of the World 
Court. They recalled to him the trouble 
the United States had over a period of 
more than twenty-five years in getting 
sufficient European sentiment enlisted 
to support such a court. Mr. Colby de- 
clared it was difficult for the people of 
these countries to understand why the 
United States, after all the efforts of its 
spokesman, had failed to join the Court. 
He said he had been over this country a 
great deal in recent months and had 
found that public sentiment was awak- 
ening rapidly to conditions. 

Scores Broken Election Promises. 

The campaign of 1920 and the prom- 
{ges made at that time were recalled. 

“The leaders of the Republican 
Party,” Mr. Colby continued, ‘‘made a 
statement at that time for the purpose 
of getting votes. They got my vote, 
and the votes of thousands of others on 
faith. So far as I know, nothing has 
been done up to this time. 

“If nothing is done by this Congress 
there will be hundreds of thousands of 
young men in this country who will 
think that they have been betrayed, and 


I trust you will take that matter into; 


consideration, Mr. Chairman.” 

At the end of today’s hearing Chair- 
man Pepper announced that after the 
subcommittee had had an opportunity to 
digest the mass of papers and speeches 
in the record, a decision would be made 
on the future course of the subcommit- 
tee and whether any one in opposition to 
the World Court would: be heard. It 
was stated that the advocates would 
have a chance at rebuttal if the other 
side was presented.

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Lacks Supreme Moments.

MILAN, Italy, May 1.—Boito’s long- 
awaited opera ‘‘Nerone’’ was produced 
tonight at La Scala before a brilliant 
and crowded house, Boito, it is known, 
spent the greater part of his life pon- 
dering the construction of this drama 
of Imperial Rome, which he designed 
to be his master work. Since his death 
its production has engaged the con- 
centrated efforts of the finest artists 
obtainable in their several departments. 
With Toscanini in gharge of the score, 
the most penetrating of musical inter- 
pretation was assured. Ludovico Po- 
gliaghi, architect and archaeologist, ob- 
tained the utmost accuracy in the re- 
construction of the life of ancient 
Rome and with Forzano’s imaginative 
stage management and Carambo’s mag- 
nificently designed costumes, the whole

are masterpieces of stage pageantry. 

The impressions produced on the eye 
and ear are so bewilderingly complex 
that to sort them out in the space of a 
first night dispatch is out of the ques- 
tion. What will be most eagerly asked 
is how far the music itself, which has 
been kept a profound secret until the 
moment of this first hearing, contributes 
to the impression produced by the spec- 
tacle and drama. Only supreme music 
could justify the production of 
‘“‘Nerone’ as opera. While the music is 
constantly apt in description and coloring 
and in some moments rises to a dra- 
matic intensity and in others to nobil- 
ity, it is difficult to name one moment 
which may be called supreme and it is 
certain that in some of the most excit- 
ing moments the music becomes almost 
negligible. The first act, however, raises 
great expectations. 

Nero on the Stage. 

The wonderful scene on the Appian 
Way at night and the opening with 
choral voices produce a sense of mys- 
tery to which horror is added when with 
orchestral outburst, “Nero 
rushes on stage, bearing the ashes of 
his murdered mother. This is the act 
of the greatest variety for it introduces 
the contending forces of the drama, 
Nero himself; Simon Magus, prophet of 
debased religion; Asteria who as 
priestess becomes through her infatua- 
tion for Nero a tool in the hands of 
Simon, and the Christians of whom 
Fanuel is the apostle and Rubria the

devotee. 

Boite’s characterization of these con- 
trasting elements through his music is 
thoroughly Italian. It is done by 
swiftly changing mood, not by syste- 
matic representative themes. Such allu- 
sions as that to the traditional intona- 
tion of the Credo in the passage where 
Simon Magus offers to buy the gift of 
God from the Christians are rare, yet, 
in spite of its versatility, one misses the 
spontaneous glow which produces the 
great singing moments of Italian opera, 
though Signor Pertile, as Nero, and 
Signora Raisa as Asteria, did all that 
was possible to produce the lyrical 
thrill which is the life of such opera.

The Chairmen of the House and Sen- 
ate Naval Committees have call.d upon 
the Navy Department for a. response 
to the allegatiofis madé by Mr. Shearer 
and Chairman Hale of the Senate com- 
mittee has asked the départment to 
prepare and submit in the near future 
a comprehensive and official summary 
of our naval strength. 

Secretary Wilbur today conferred with 
President Coolidge, and it is under- 
| Stood that the report of Admiral Coontz 
concerning weaknesses of the material 
of the fleet which he commands, de- 
| veloped during the recent manoeuvres, 
|was discussed and the situation ex- 
plained by the Secretary. 


Can Correct Difficulties. 

Following his conference at the White 
House, Secretary Wilbur said that 
the short-comings pointed out by Ad- 
miral Coontz related to materiel rather 
than personnel of the fleet. 

“The fact is that we have made some 
very excellent records on this cruise,’’ 
said the Secretary, ‘‘and it is felt that 
these records should be kept confiden- 
tial. I am going over them to see if 
some of them can be released. 

“You can say that the fleet. made a 
very excellent and satisfactory record 
on the cruise and the Admiral‘in calling 
attention to their deficiencies did it only 
in order that the deficiencies might be 
corrected by proper appropriations for 
ship construction, that we have issued 
letters of commendation to some of the 
men of the fleet for their excellent 
work, but that the actual accomplish- 
ments are of a confidential nature.” 

The Britten resolution of inquiry will 
be general in scope and purpose, in- 
cluding ‘“‘specific weaknesses’’ of the 
navy as well as the charges made by 
Shearer and.the report made by <Ad- 
miral Coontz.

Special attention will be given to the 
allegations of Mr. Shearer relative to 
submarines, storage oil, naval bases and 
flotilla leaders. The resolution will call 
upon the Secretary of the Navy for a 
comparative statement relative to re- 
ports that since the arms conference 
the United States has lost ground, now 
ranking behind the navies of Great Bri- 
tain and Japan. .

He Will Not Discuss Possible Policy 
as Chairman, 


William M. Butler, chosen by Presi- 
Gent Coolidge to succeed John T. Adams 
as Chairman of the Republican Nation- 
al Committee, refused last night at the 
Hotel Biltmore to say whether he 
would adopt any change of policy

Mr. Butler, who 
is the President's manager in the pre- 
convention campaign, which apparently 
has been ory successful, left at 
midnight for Washington, where he will 
discuss the chairmanship with the 
President today. 

Mr. Butler, who came here from 
Cleveland, where he had been engaged 
in arrangements for the convention, had 
dinner with Governor Channing H. 
Cox of Massachusetts, but declared his 
meeting with the Governor had no po- 
litical significance. Mr. Butler has been 
a candilc aty for the Repudlican nomi- 
Nation for 7United States Senator and 
could hardly continue as a candidate 
while holding the post of National 
Chairman. He declined last night. 
however, to say that he would not make 
the race. 

“TI made a statement last December, 
fin which I intimated that I would likely 
be a candidate for Senator but would 
make no announcement until after the 
Republican National Convention,’ Mr. 
Butler said. ‘I have not changed my 
Position since that time.”’ 

Louis A. Coolidge of Boston, former 
Assistant Secretary of the Treasury and 
Treasurer of the United Shoe Machinery 
Corporation, is a candidate for the nom- 
ination for Senator, and the meeting of 
Governor Cox and Mr. Butler at this 
time led to the surmise that the Gov- 
ernor might succeed Mr. Butler as a 
candidate for Senator.

SCORES REPUBLICANS 
FOR WESTERN FAILURES 


Hitchcock Says They Depressed 
Prices There While Raising 
Them in the East. 


OMAHA, Neb., May 1.—Gilhert M. 
Hitchcock, former United States Sena- 
tor, declared before the Nebraska Dem- 
ocratic convention here today that the 
national governmental policy has been 


adverse to Western interests and de- 
structive of Western prosperity. 

“It is not by accident or by chance 
that the prices of Western products have 
been depressed,’’ he said. ‘‘It is not by 
accident or by chance that the West has 
been compelled to pay higher prices for 
what it must buy. Western products 
have been depressed and Eastern prod- 
ucts raised by governmental action. The 
result has been a short lived and false 
prosperity in the East and a protracted 
and serious depression in the West. 

“Agriculture in the West is receiving 
on an average about 15 per cent. more 
for its products tnan ten years ago, and 
paying for what it buys 85 per cent. 
more. That's what’s the matter, not 
only with the farmer, but with the small 
towns and the larger cities that do busi- 
ness with the farmer. This accounts 
for the bankruptcy that has swept 
through the Middle West.’’ 

He charged the Republican Party with 
“using its machinery to promote the in- 
terests of privileged classes who finance 
its campaigns.’’ On the other hand, the 
Democratic Party ‘‘champions equal op- 
portunities for all, special privileges for 
none,”’ he said. 


WEEKS DENIES OIL STORY. 


Declares He Never Used Influence 
to Obtain Leases for Anybody.

WASHINGTON, May 1.— Secretary 
Weeks issued today a statement saying 
that he never’ had used his influence 
with former Secretary of the Interior 
Fall, or any one else, relating to the 
issuing of leases to oil companies.

else relating to the issuing of licenses 
to oil companies; I cannot recall that 
I ever spoke to Mr. Fall about oil re- 
servers or anything connected with them; 
in fact, the story which I have read, 
as far as my files show or my’ recol- 
lection carries me, is an absolute fabri- 
cation.’’

SMITH WON'T FIGHT 


ANY ‘FAVORITE’ SON 


Chairman Roosevelt Refuses 
Offers to Enter Primaries 
Against Other Candidates. 


PLAN COMMITTEE OF 500 


“Steam-Roller Methods Left to 


Republicans’’—Assurances of 
Support Pouring In. 


Franklin D. Roosevelt, Chairman of 
the New York State Citizens’ Committee 
to promote the candidacy of Governor 
Alfred E. Smith for the Democratic 
nomination for President, declared yes- 
terday no contest for Smith delegates 
would be started in any State having a 
“favorite son’ candidate, and denied 
newspaper reports of alleged political 
deals or arrangements made by the late 
Charles F. Murphy with political leaders 
in other States for Smith deicgates. Mr. 
Roosevelt asserted that no ‘deals’ 
would be made and said that Governor 


Smith’s record and personal qualities 
would be relied upon to win him votes 
among delegates to the Democratic Na- 
tional Convention. 

Mr. Roosevelt’s statement concerning 
the continuance of the policy of avoid- 
ing contests in States which have fa- 
vorite son’’ candidates was made after 
receipt of a telegram from_ political 
leaders of a State opposed to tne candl- 
dacy of its ‘‘favorite son. The tele- 

ram said that the senders belicved this 

tate, which is yet to elect delegates, 
could be carried for Governor Smith 
against the ‘favorite son’ candidatc and 
asked the support of the Sinith commit- 
tee. Mr. Roosevelt's reply was that the 
Governor’s friends could not even think 
of entering him in that State. 


Offers of Support for Smith. 

Mr. Roosevelt's selection had the im- 
mediate result of bringing many offers 
of support, some of them from unexpect- 
ed sources and some from other States. 
He has established headquarters at his 
home, 49 East Sixty-fifth Street, and 
telegrams and telephone calls were re- 
ceived from nearly every section of the 
country. 

Mr. Roosevelt said he had already re- 
ceived reports from nine States which 
were favorable to Governor Smith’s can- 
didacy and that these States did not in- 
clude Wisconsin, which elected twenty- 
three Smith delegates out of twenty-six, 
or New York, the ninety votes of which 
will be solid for the Governor. 

So many offers of support were re- 
ceived that Mr. Roosevelt said it had 
been decided to increase the membership 
of the committee to at least 500. At 
present the membership will be confined 
to this State, all parts of which will be 
represented. Later, he said, it may be 
decided to extend the membership fur- 
ther to include friends of the Governor 
in other States. 

“The many offere of assistance al- 
ready received incluJe a number from 
States in which the jrimaries have not 
yet been held,’’ Mr. Roosevelt said, 
“In several of these States ‘native sons 
are already entered in the race for dele- 
gates, and suggestions have been made 
that at a word from New York Gover- 
nor Smith’s friends from these States 
felt assured they could elect rival tick- 
ets committed to him. These offers 
were, of course, declined, as from the 
first Governor Smith has rightly and 
consistently refused to enter into any 
primary contest. Neither Governor 
Smith nor myself believe in achieving 
the nomination over the mangled bodivs 
of other Democratic candidates. Such a 
victory inevitably leaves party scars, 
which are slow to heal. We will leave 
the steam roller for our Republican 
ga who are already in possession 
of it. 


Policy of the Governor's Friends. 


“When Governor Smith is nominated, 
as I believe he certainly will be, he will 
have the cordial support and warm re- 


gard of every candidate now in the field, 
because from the beginning he has be- 
lieved that a candidate can best secure 
the united support of his parte by con- 
vincing the delegates to the convention 
that for many reasons he is the best 
fitted to make the fight after each can- 
didate has been given every chance to 
present his claims for the honor.

FAVOR A NEW CONFERENCE 


Belgian Ministers Arrive in London 
and Will Get Premier MacDon- 
ald’s Views Today. 


LONDON, May 1 (Associated Press).— 
Premier Theunis and Foreign Minister 
Hymans Belgium arrived in London 
tonight on the second of the visits they 
@re paying to France, England and Italy 
for the purpose of ascertaining the views 
of the allied Governments on methods 
for making the Dawes plan effective. 

Fresh from Paris, the Belgian Minis- 
ters, who are assuming their old réle as 
go-betweens in the al'ied negotiations. 
will be able to speak Premier Poincaré’s 
mind as well as their own when they 
meet Prime Minister MacDonald at 
Chequers Court tomorrow. In return 
they will hear the British thesis, which, 
while not new, indicates an outcropping 
of the old Anglo-French differences, 
forgotten since the British resigned 
themselves to the occupation of the 
Ruhr. 

Mr. MacDonald, it is understood, will 
inform the Belgians that the British 


Government would like to see the busi-

SAYS FALL ACTED 
WITHOUT AUTHORITY 


Treasary Official Tells Oil Com- 


mittee the President Did Not 
Approve California Lease. 


WASHINGTON, May 1.—Turning its 
attention for the first time to Naval 
Reserve No. 2 on Buena Vista Hills, in 
California, the Senate Oil Committee 
was advised today by Assistant Secre- 
tary Finney of the Interior Department 
that a search of the records failed to 
show the necessary Presidential ap- 
proval of the lease of over 3,000 acres 
in. that reserve to the Honolulu Oil Com- 
pany. 

The lease was not valid, the witness 
said, unless approved by the President, 
because Secretary Fall bad no authority 
of his own to make such a contract. 

All of Naval Reserve No. 2 had been 
leased by Mr. Fall, with the exception 


of 1,280 acres, Mr. Finney said, and 
since Secretary Work came into office, 


the rest had been leased at the request 
of the Navy Department. The leases 
made since Mr. Fall resigned carry roy- 
alties from 61 to 50 per cent., the wit- 
ness said, which were much higher than 
those under Mr. Fall. 

Mr. Fall granted the lease to the 
Honolulu company after his predecessor, 
Secretary, Payne, had denied a patent 
to the company, the witness said. 

Many of the early leases, Mr. Finney 
said, were for offset wells, granted to 
protect drainage by wells on adjoining 
properties. While authority for making 
the earlier leases rested in the Secre- 
tary of-the Interior, the witness said 
that Secretary Payne in all instances 
referred applications to Secretary of the 
Navy Daniels and made no leases with- 
out the latter’s approval. 

Some of the leases made under Secre- 
tary Pdyne were to prevent the intru- 
sion of water, Mr. Finney said. The 
early leases were made by act of Presi- 
dent Wilson on written reports by Secre- 
tary Payne. Most of them were for pro- 
ducing wells, and some were to establish 
offset wells. The first area leased by 
Mr. Payne went to the Consolidated 
Mutual Oil Company and covered 120 
acres.

Against Investigators. 


WASHINGTON, May 1.—A_ request 
that President Coolidge direct the Attor- 
ney General to defend suits brought by 
Mal S. Daugherty against members of 
the Senate committee investigating the 


Department of Justice was made in a 
resolution adopted today by the Senate. 
The resolution, offered by Chairman 
Brookhart of the investigating commit- 
tee, called attention to the habeas cor- 
pus proceeding instituted by Mr. Daugh- 
erty and the injunction suit filed by him 
when a subcommittee attempted to ques- 
tion him at Washington Court House, 
Ohio, as the suits to be defended. 
There was no discussion of the reso- 
lution and it was adopted by unanimous 
consent. Attorney General Stone already 
has informed the committee he would 
cooperate with it in its litigation. 


CALLS FORD VICTIM 
OF POWER PROPAGANDA 


Tennessee Publisher Says Muscle 
Shoals Opponents Distort Sen- 
timent of the State. 


WASHINGTON, May 1.—E. B. Stahl- 
man, Nashville publisher, told the 
Senate Agricultural Committee today 
that the testimony of other Tennessee 
witnesses unfavorable to the bid of 


Henry Ford for Muscle Shoals did not 
represent the true sentiment of the 


State. He directed his fire particularly 

at Dan McGugin, of Nashville who a 

week ago opposed the Ford offer. 
“Propaganda, instead of being in- 


augurated by Mr. Ford has been 


organized by the power companies and 
Mr. McGugin acted as their agent,” 
said Mr. Stahlman. He did not favor 
placing Muscle Shoals under the Federal 
Water Power act, as this would limit 


Mr. Ford’s bid to 50 years and he would 
turn it down. He exhibited numerous 
pamphlets which he said were propa- 
ganda of the power companies trying to 
Kill the Ford bid. They were distributed 
he said by “my altruistic friend Mc- 
Gugin.”’ 

Mr. Stahlman read a letter from the 
Tennessee Farm Bureau’ Federation, 
dated March 1, 1924, addressed to Rep- 
resentative Davis of Tennessee, saying 
the farmers were for the Ford bid and 
adding that McGugin had offered to 
have the Tennessee Manufacturers As- 
sociation pay railroad fare to Wash- 
ington of a delegation from the Farm 
Bureau. 

“I am hostile to the nasty fingers of 
the power companies in this thing,’’ con- 
tinued Mr, Stahlman. “Where does all 
this opposition to Ford come from? 
From the power companies and the fer- 
tilizer trusts. If Ford did not live up 
to his contract I would lash him as I 
would the scoundrels who try to bribe 
me. But Ford is an honest man. He 
will live up to his promises.’’ 

He maintained the committee should 
not take any chance of crippling the 
Ford bid by making changes in the 
contract. The Government, he _ said, 
could not operate Muscle Shoals without 
getting into politics. 

W. J. Cummins of Tennessee, Presi- 
dent of the Bon Air Coal and Iron Com- 
pany, identified himself as the man 
who was sent to Sing Sing by District 
Attorney Whitman of New York on 
the charge of wrecking a bank. He said 
he had never committed a dishonest 
act and that later he was uncondi- 
tionally pardoned. 

“Ford will help all the manufacturers 
in the South if he comes, and we want 
him to come,’’ he said. ‘I would be 
willing for Ford to use all of the power 
at Muscle Shoals for the betterment of 
the South if he felt he needed it.’’

CANNOT WIN SENATE 


Smoot :Admits He Has Not 
Enough Votes to Pass Them 


Without Change. 


DAY IS SPENT IN DEBATE 


Possible Levy on Tax-Free Bonds 
Is Theme of Long Dis- 
cussion.

WASHINGTON, May 1.—Considera- 
tion of the tax bill dragged today while 
Democrats continued to debate the 
amendment of Senator Reed of Penn- 
sylvania lMmiting interest deductions 
and Senators Harrison and Smoot in- 
dulged in a protractive political debate, 
The amendment was first brought up 
early yesterday and two full days 
have been used by the Senate in talking 
over it, but adjournment came late this 
afternoon without a vote. 

Senator Smoot is not sure now that 
the bill will pass May 10, as planned, 
and he blames the Democrats. He said 
he did not see how the surtax and nor- 
mal rates could be called up before next 
week and announced that he would de- 
mand night sessions, beginning to- 
morrow. 

For the first time Senator Smoot ad- 


mitted on the floor that he did not be- 


lieve there were enough votes in the 
Senate to pass the Mellon surtax 
schedules. He has said this more than 
once outside the Senate chamber, but 
his declaration today came in a tilt 
with Senator Harrison. 

Senator Smoot also said that if the 
surtax rates went above 32 per cent, he 
would have no jnterest in them because 
they would not then prevent extensive 
investment in tax-free securities, which 
he said the Mellon rates would stop. 

Several Demotrats, including Sim- 
mons, Caraway and Bruce, spoke at 
some length against the Reed provision, 
with, they assert, is an attempt to lay 
a tax on tax-free securities. Senator 
Reed of Missouri, apparently another 
opponent of the amendment, will speak 
tomorrow, and others are on the pro- 


gram. 
One of the :Democrats who are “off 


the reservation’’ so far as the Demo- 
cratic income schedules are concerned— 
Senator Bruce—startled the Senate by 
declaring himself for an even lower 
maximum than the Mellon 25 per cent. 

“I wish I could see any result that 
would be achieved by a maximum of 40 

er cent.,’’ he said, alluding to the 
Jemocratic top figure. 

“You are not pitching your pipe in 
the right key when you propose to 
make the maximum 40 or 50 per cent. 
If you cut the maximum to 50 or even 
25 per cent., you may as well cut it to 
20 or 15. Nobody wants to pay taxes 
anyway.” The Senator supported Sec- 
retary Mellon in insisting that lower 
surtaxes would mean more revenue for 
the Government. : 

The Mayyland Senator, Edwards of 
New Jersey and Bayard of Dela- 
ware do not feel themselves bound 
to the Democratic program and will 
probably vote for the Mellon plan. 
Democratic leaders say that they will 
be the only recalcitrants and that Sen- 
ator Glass of Virginia, who also ob- 
jected to the Democratic rates at a con- 
ference last night, will vote with his 
party. 

The conference, which was partici- 
pated in by about thirty Senate Demo- 
crats, indorsed the Democratic rates af- 
ter discussing them until after mid- 
night. 

Another Democratic conference was 
planned fer this evening, to consider the

y Senator Jones of New Mexico, and 
also the estate and gift taxes. Mr. 
Jones wishes to have his corporation tax 
approved so that he may present it to- 
morrow. 


Sharp Political Exchange. 


Senator Harrison declared in the de- 
bate that if Republicans had had their 


way, the Mellon plan would have been 
made law three years ago. 

‘“‘We would have followed the recom- 
mendations of the last three Treasury 


Secretaries if we shad,” retorted Sena- 


tor Smoot. 

“But the*Senator and his party will 
not now vote to follow the recommenda- 
tions of President Wilson amd Secre- 
taries Glass and Houston,”’ he added. 

“Well, the Senator’s party will not 
either,’’ snapped Harrison. 

“There are some Republicans who will 
not do it, but I am glad to say that 
some Democrats will,’’ countered Sen- 
ator Smoot. “But we have not got 
enough votes to do it.”’ 

Scoffing at Secretary Mellon, as 
“propaganda” for his plan, and at the 
plan itself, Senator Harrison continued: 

“Why, even with the burning words 
of the ringing speech of President Cool- 
idge Qounning. the House, the Republi- 
can leader, r. Longworth, offered a 
ea. 

“They could not put the Mellon plan 
through because Democrats voted soidly 
against it with a certain number of 
Republicans,”” was’ Mr. Smoot’s reply. 
“I believe as strongly as I do anything 
in the world that with a 25 per cent. 
rate we would collect more money in 
two years and we would stop evasions.’’ 


Smoot Says Mellon Is Right. 
“Why, the Senator knows the Mellon 
plan has not got a chance,” insisted Mr. 


Harrison: 

“That does not mean it is not right,’’ 
answered Mr. Smoot. 

When Senator Harrison referred to 
possible substitutes for the Mellon plan, 
Mr. Smoot said: 

“Tf there is a rate above 32 per cent. 
in the surtax I care nothing about the 
matter. Above that the hole is wide 
open and I do not care then what 
rate is placed in the bill.’’ 

Senator Harris of Georgia has intro- 
duced an amendment that would exempt 
all single persons with $2,000 incomes or 
less, and married persons with $3,000 or 
less, from any income tax payments. He 
says this would epply te 2,500,000 indi- 
viduals, and would mean a revenue loss 
of $18,000,000, which would be 
offset by consequent reductions

COOLIDGE PRESSES 
ALASKA FISHERY BILL 


Asks Prompt Passage by Senate 
of Measure to Conserve Food 


Supply. 


WASHINGTON, May 1.—Joining with 
Secretary Hoover in advocacy of legis- 
lation to conserve the Alaskan fisheries, 
President Coolidge sent a letter today to 
Chairman Jones of the Senate Com- 
merce Committee urging prompt passage 


of the pending bill to prevent monopolies 
and special privileges In the fisheries 
and the establishment of reserves. 

The President’s letter was made public 
at the White House and closely followed 
the statement issued yesterday by Sec- 
retary Hoover, challenging foes of the 
bill to oppose the measure on its merits 
rather than to engage in ‘“‘slanderin 
the men who have the responsibility o 

rotecting the fishi interests.’"’ The

In my m e at the opening of 
Congress I called attention to the 
necessity for legislation to preserve 
the Alaskan fisheries from destruc- 
tion. Legislation to prevent the con- 
tinued exploitation of these fisheries 
has been urged by Secretary Hoover 
and the Department of Commerce for

Alaska, and the whole subject has 
been traversed in public hearings on 
frequent occasions before Congres- 
sional committees. 

These fisheries arg in an extremely 
precarious condition. The salmon are 
being rapidly depleted in many _ sec- 
tions and are in grave danger of ex- 
tinction. The situation cannot be met 
under existing law. 

Today practically one-half the fish- 
ing areas are absolutely unregulated 
and unprotected, open to private ex- 
ploitation in its most ruthless form, 
for there is no law which may be ap- 
plied to them, The remaining areas 
are covered. by reservations estab- 
lished by President Harding two 
years ago and by regulations which 
have Iimited the establishment of new 
canneries and curtailed-the operation 
of those already existing 

It has been frequently stated by the 
department that these executive 
measures are of a purely temporary 
nature. They were wholly inadequate 
to meet the permanent necessity. 
They are justified by the exigency of 
the need to prevent the extension of 
further destructive operation pending 
action by Congress, and they have 
served that purpose, 

H, R. 8143 offers a solution of these 
difficulties. It has passed the House 
of Representatives, been reported with 
an amendment by unanimous vote of 
your committee, and is now pending 
before the Senate. I am advised that 
this bill in its present form affords 
ample powers for the preservation of 
this great but fast-failing source of 
food supply for the American Fore 

It necessarily means the curtailing of 
fishing operations. No conservation 
measure can be worth the name un- 
less it reduces the amount of fish 
that may be taken and thus provides 
for sufficient proportion of escapement 
to the spawning grounds to assure the 
runs for future generations. 

Any reduction necessarily means sac- 
rifice for those now engaged in these 
fisheries, but selfish considerations 
must always yield to public interests. 
In the long run it is in the interest 
of both canners and fishermen that 
the industry should be preserved and 
that it should be placed on a sound 
and stable basis of contribution to 
American food supply, and that it 
should become the basis of a perma- 
nent, livelihood to the people engaged 
in it. 

IT cannot too strongly urge upon 
you the necessity for the prompt pas- 
sage of this legislation, as the fish- 
ing season for this year is rapidly ap- 
proaching. 


ADMIRAL DEFENDS 
DENBY OIL LEASES 


Robinson, Who Advised Former 


Secretary, Tells Club to 
Suspend Judgment. 


The naval oil reserve land leases ex- 
ecuted by former Secretary of the Navy 
Denby were defended yesterday by Rear 


Admiral J. K. Robison, Chief of the Bu- 
reau of Engineering of the Navy De- 
partment and one of the high ranking 
experts who advised Mr. Denby to take 
the action which ultimately led to his 


forced retirement from the President's 
Cabinet. 


Speaking at a luncheon of the. Pro- 


peller Club held at the Railroad 
30 Church Street, Admiral Robison 
asked that final judgment concerning 
the leases be witheld until the question 
had been passed upon by the Federal 
courts, 

“I would like to have you refrain from 
accepting the attitude that I was right 
until it is proved,’’ said Admiral Robi- 
son. ‘‘The matter is now before courts 
that are not governed by hearsay. Stay 
‘from Missouri’ until it is shown that I 
was right. You will know pretty soon 
whether it is possible for us to do better 
than we have in the past, If it is, go 
ahead. If it isn’t, I am going to ask 
the wholesale support of eVery engineer 
in the country. 

“So far, the courts haven't closed 
down a single oil well under the con- 
tracts. On the contrary, other wells 
have been driven by order of the courts. 
1 am more interested in this matter than 
the general public possibly can be.” 

Admiral Robison said that it had not 
been his intention to refer to the naval 
oil leases and that he had done so be- 
cause of the remarks made by Captain 
W. M. McFarland, a former naval of- 
ficer, now President of the Society of 
Naval Architects and Marine Engineers, 
who was the toastmaster and who in- 
troduced him, 

Danger of war with Japan and the 
necessity that the navy have an abun- 
dant supply of fuel oil immediately 
available, together with the drainage of 
ofl on: the naval reserve lands under 
ground into adjacent wells on private 
property, amply justified the leases, 
Captain McFarland said in introducing 
the Admiral. 

‘*‘We engineers look upon Admiral Rob- 
ison as the head of our profession,”’ 
Captain McFarland said. “‘He was one 
of those who advised Secretary Denby 
to take this action that resulted in the 
horrible orgy of mud slinging and muck 
raking at Washington. This oil was in 
the ground 1,000 miles from the coast. 
There were no wells and it was abso- 
lutely no use to us. The reserves were 
being drained and the scheme was de- 
vised of exchanging the oil under ground 
for fuel oil located where it could be 
used by the navy. ; 

“T believe Admiral Robison's advice 
was absolutely sound and the only ad- 
vice that should have been given under 
the circumstances. At that time it was 
believed we might have war with Japan 
—conditions were not as good as they 
are now—and it was essential that we 
have oil in Hawaii for the navy. He 
advised that we do what, under the cir- 


cumstances, was the only thing to do.” 
Admiral Robison said that the first 
problem of the Bureau of anemneer nas 
was to develop a first-class personnel. 
“I have tri to get the Admirals and 


Captains tied up directly in the engi- 
neering success of the units in their 
commands,” said he. ‘‘We have stopped 
spending money ashore. Go over to the 
Brvoklyn Navy Yard and see how they 
like me!

Oil Man’s Counsel Deny Senate

ASK TO QUASH INDICTMENT 


Government Counsel Contend That 
Contempt Charges Should Stand 
and Go to Trial.

WASHINGTON, May 1.— Arguments 
will be heard tomorrow by Associate 
Justice Hoehling of the District Supreme 
Court in the Senate contempt proceeding 
against Harry F. Sinclair growing out 
of the naval oil reserve leasing con- 
troversy.

PARIS, May 1.—Four roses were 
placed at the foot of the statue of 


Chevalier de Bayard that stancs on the 
right of the Court of Honor in the 
Palace of Versailles yesterday in sim- 
ple recognition of the four hundredth 
anniversary of the death in battle at 
Abbiategrasso, near Milan, of the most 
S}orious figure in French chivalry. 

It was he who, with 1,000 men against 
35,000, at Méziéres saved Central France 
from invasion in the war between 
Francis I. and Charles VY. And in all 
the wars of his time he was a brave 
leader and a generous foe, twice being 
returned without ransom upon being 
capture@ by the enemy. 

During the past three years there has 
been an epidemic of anniversaries. 
French citizens have honored no less 
than three score persons and 
Even the centenary of the discovery of 
the gastronomic possibilities of aspara- 
gus was celebrated. 

Yet neither the French Government 
nor any group held any ceremonial ob- 
servance in honor of Chevalier de 
Bayard. In Italy great fétes were 
ganized in tribute to the noble French- 
man, but in France the four roses were 
the sole commemoration of his life and 


deeds.

TAFT SAYS PRESS 
QOBSTRUCTS JUSTICE 


Condemns Publicity of Secret 
Proceedings of Grand Juries, 
and Attacks Headlines. 





LAWYERS SCORED BY SEITZ 


Denles Fear of Libel Restrains News 
—Sackett Defends Papers Be- 
fore Bar Association. 





Henry W. Taft, President of the Bar 
Association of New’ York City, charged 
the press of New York in an address 
before the Bar Association last night, 
with obstructing justice by printing 
Grand Jury proceedings: with the con- 
nivance of unethical lawyers, and by 
printing indiscreet headlines and ac- 
counts of cases before the Grand Juries 
or the courts. 


Mr. Taft opened a discussion on ‘The 
Courts and the Press."”” A partial de- 
fense of newspapers and a lively attack 
on lawyers, judges and legislators was 
made by Don C. Seitz, business manager 
of The Werld. Henry W. Sackett, a 
lawyer, for many years representing The 
New York Tribune and now The New 
York Herald-Tribune, said there had 
been a great abatement of antagonism 
in the relations between newspapers on 
the one hand and lawyers and judges on 
the other, and said that a permanent 
organization should be formed through 
which the newspapers, the bar and the 
could deal with each other to 
promote the administration of justice 
and the accurate handling of news. 

One of Mr. Taft's specific complaints 
was that no New York newspaper, 80 
far as he knew, employed a lawyer to 
report court cases. He accused the news- 


papers of failing to help the lawyers 
reform the law. He referred to the law 
of Libel as the “‘chief thing that news- 


papers 
conduct. 


Denies Fear of Libel. 


This last series of charges was ridi- 


culed by Mr. Seitz,, who said that law- 
yers would not be a success as reporters 
because lawyers always disagreed with 
the courts. He denied that lawyers were 
interested in law reform, saying that the 
laws were generally drawn up in lawyer’ 
offices for secret or private ends and 
that, instead of desiring clear and sound 
laws, the lawyers wanted laws that cor- 
sumed money in prolonged experimenta- 
tion before judges before anybody knew 
what the laws meant. Regarding the 
charge that the newspapers were re- 
strained mainly by fear of libel ver- 
dicts, he said: 

“In the innumerable campaigns that 
The World has been engaged in, the last 
thing in the world that we feared was 
the law of libel. We have never hesi- 
tated to attack anything that we felt 
to be against the public interest on that 
account. I don’t think we have had 
altogether five verdicts against us in 
forty years in cases where we deliber- 
ately set out to make an attack. The 
accidental case is very different. The 
accident is the thing you always have 
to watch on a newspaper.”’ 

Mr. Taft came into the hall armed 
with a large number of headlines from 
many newspapers in the Ward case, the 
Stokes cese, the Webb case and many 
others. He read a long series of head- 
lines reflecting against young Ward, 
and then told of the trial, the verdict 
and the acquittal. 

“But there was no retraction, no ef- 
fort on the part of the newspapers to 
undo the wrong done,’’ he said. 

Next Mr. Taft read the verdict of the 
Grand Jury exonerating Webb, but as- 
serted that it would never overcome 
the suspicion that had been implanted 
in the minds of thousands of honest- 
thinking people that he had been guilty 
of something. 

“In the Frank case,”’ he sald, ‘‘there 
was a drive by the newspapers the other 
way. He had been convicted, his con- 
viction had been affirmed by the Su- 
preme Court of Georgia, and the Su- 
preme Court of the United States had 
refused .to disturb it; but the newspa- 
per accounts of the case caused so much 
resentinent that, if I recall it, the mob 
seized him from the court jail and put 


feel as a restraint on their 


Mr. Taft then went back nearly twenty 
years to the Nan Patterson case and re- 
proached an enterprising newspaper of 
day which, he said, had obtained 
interviews with the wives of the jurors 
felt about the way their 
husbands had voted. 

“A thing which the newspapers do, 
which they ought to change,’’ he 


caused the public in general, he said, to 
look on these things as sporting events 
in which they pick their favorites and 
are guided not by reason and principles 
of justice but by their feelings and sen- 
timents. 

“‘Now there is a very legitimate inter- 
est,"" he continued, ‘‘in mysterious 
crimes. One would be quite unreason- 
able if he expected the newspapers to 
withhold from their readers fair ac- 
counts of the commission of crimes. 
Of course, we are all interested in it. 
But there must be a limit in order that 
these ulterior results may not flow, and 
particularly when those results come 
from inaccurate, overdrawn or over- 
colored accounts. 

“There is a very serious feature to 
from inaccurate or overdrawn or over- 
this matter for which, I am sorry to say, 
|} somebody other than the press must 
|; share the responsibility. That is the 
disclosure of the secret proceedings of 


Grand Juries by devices which are re-, 


sorted to by ingenious newspapers with 
the cooperation of those having the 
management of the case for the State.” 

He then talked of the Thaw case and 


other noted trials in which hundreds and 
even thousands of talesmen were win- 
nowed before a jury could be found 


composed of persons whose minds were 
free from the Influence of newspaper 
reading. 

Mr. Taft deplored the fact that he 
and others interested in law reform 
have been unable to obtain effective co- 
operation. 
yers did not understand 
methods, and that all they could do was 
to work out reforms to the best of their 
ability and leave it to the public and 
the press to push them through legisla- 
tures. 

‘‘Now the newspapers form a group in 
the community,” he continued. 
have a _ potentiality for exercising a 
greater influence than any other group 
In the community. With that position 
and that potentiality, are they to escape 
the responsibility o 
the public good?’’ 

The reason that law reform failed, 
according to Mr. Taft, was that “the 
press isn't interested.” 

Mr. Taft then dealt with the alleged 
faultiness of the newspapers in present- 
ing the news of the courts. 

“I believe it is a correct statement.’’ 
he said, ‘‘that no newspaper in this 
city has in its employ for the purpose 
of reporting legal decisions a man who 
is a lawyer. This is an anomalous and 


impossible situation, Supposing that the 


newspapers wanted to report upon 
music, literature, baseball, football, 
economics or finance, 
man who didn’t 
things.’’ 

He mentioned a few musical and finan- 
cial experts to show that newspapers 
ured men in those departments who 


knew a tune or could explain a stock 
market transaction. 
“If they emplo 


know about those 


a man on baseball, 
they get somebody who knows what a 
‘Texas Leaguer’ is,’” he continued. ‘‘If 
they didn’t have men who know the 
technique of baseball or football, they 
would lose circulation, No specialists 
are employed except in those fields 
which are the most important of all for 
the stability of our institutions, and 


that is the administration of justice jn 


our courts.”’ '

“Our profession is a learned profes- 
sion,” he continued. ‘A man cannot 
report the decisions of our courts with- 
out understanding something about the 
law. Over and over and over again the 
reports of the decisions in our courts 
are incorrect.” 

Mr. Taft reviewed several flagramt 
blunders in which a news service or a 
newspaper had presented an important 
decision as meaning just the opposite 
to the real meaning. ‘‘You will all re- 
call in the Stokes case,”’ he said, ‘‘the 
statements that were made to prejudice 
the case of Mr. Stokes. They were quite 
glaring, quite glaring.”’ 

He said the newspaper most active in 
promulgating false statements about 
this case had solemnly reprehended thé 
courts, judges and furies for being In- 
fluenced by such things. 

“I don't know,” he continued, 
“whether the newspapers have any 4s8- 
sociations such as we have for the pur- 
pose of maintaining the ethics of the 
profession, or for the purpose which we 
are trying to fulfill, that with which 
we practise—that is, the law.. But isn’t 
it a condition in which the newspaper's 
ought not to retreat behind the protec- 
tion of the statement that it won't do 
any good—that .the public demand this 
sort of thing? 

“Ought not they rather to try it on 
and see whether they cannot employ 
lawyers and teach them the art of news 
values, because they haven't got it to 
start with? I will admit that. But let 
them try and co-ordinate the profession 
and the knowledge of law with the 
necessities of journalism and make some 
effort to correct the thing which, in my 
judgment, is seriously affecting the ad- 
ministration of justice, namely, the de- 
struction of confidence in our system.” 

Mr. Sackett, as a lawyer and a repre- 
sentative of a newspaper at the same 
time, expressed himself as highly 
pleased with the conciliatory tone of the 
address of Mr. Taft, in comparison with 
the old days when a Judge or an eminent 
lawyer could not mention a newspaper 
without becoming purple in the face, He 
recalled how Thomas Jefferson had de- 
scribed the press of his day as ‘‘putrid;"’ 
and how David Dudley Field in his day 
had tempered the phrase to ‘‘putrescence 
putrified.” 

The comparative mildness of current 
assaults on the press augured well, in 
the opinion of Mr. Sackett, for future 
amity and cooperation between press 
and bar. He reviewed,the stubborn de- 
fense which the Judges had made of 
their prerogative of putting a newspa- 
per man in jail for printing anything 
about the proceedings in their courts; 
and how long they had clung to the 
theory ef ‘‘the greater the truth the 
greater the libel;’’ and how slow they 
were in admitting truth as having any 
relevancy whatsoever in the defense of 
a Libel action. 

Mr, Sackett urged strongly that advan- 
tage should be taken of signs of a 
better mutual understanding between 
the press and the law by the appoint- 
ment of a committee representing both 
in the discussion of such problems as 
Mr. Taft had raised. 

Mr. Seitz blamed the procrastination of 
courts, their reversal of one by another, 
the eagerness of lawyers to smash the 
laws instead of to defend them, for 
the lack of interest on the part of the 
press in following cases through every 
twist and turn of the _ procedure 
labyrinth. Even conceding great experts 
were employed, he said that newspaper 
would find little to interest their readers 
in following the migrations of cases from 
court to court. 

Though admitting great defects in 
newspapers, he asserted that they were 
found almost unanimously working for 
law reforms and for the re-election of 
deserving judges whom politicians 
sought to throw out of office. This was 
done, he said, on the theory that the 
man might have been unpromising in 
the first place, but might have acquired. 
independence and honesty on the bench. 

“The chemists say that running water 
purifies itself every four miles and 
something like that occurs on «the 
bench,” he said. ‘“‘The man might have 
been the lowest of the low when first 
elected for fourteen years, but in four 
years he has purified himself.’’ 


Denles News Is Colored. 


Mr. Seitz said that a growing evil in 


the press was commercialism which was 
due, he said, to the emphasis placed 
on costs of production of all kinds by 
the soaring prices of labor, white paper, 
&c., during the war. He denied that 
news was colored. 

“T have Seen connected with news- 
papers all my life,’’ he said, ‘‘and never 
have I received any instruction to do 
anything dishonest or anything that in- 
terfered with my free will. To get the 
news, and get it first, if possible, are 
the only instructions.’’ 

After denying the fear of the law of 
libel was the beginning of discretion 
with newspapers, he continued: 

“The accident is the thing to fear. At 
one time we had 126 cases on the cal- 
endar against us, every one of which 
was an accident, usually scmething very 
trivial. For example, the worst verdict 
we have sustained was in favor of a 
gentleman from Binghamton who we 
said had run away with a lady. He had. 
But he had married her and we had 
omitted that. The verdict was for 
$35,000, but he was in a great hurry to 
go to Europe and he took $2,500 from 
our attorneys.”’ 

The courts suddenly ordered all these 
126 libel ‘suits to take precedence over 
everything else, according to Mr. Seitz, 
, so that the paper faced fo6 suits all at 
jonee, Other newspapers were in the 
same position. A very eminent and dis- 
i tinguished lawyer, he said, came for- 
| ward with the suggestion that the 
; newspapers should all get together and 
| raise a large sum and place it in the 
ij hands of a notorious lobbyist in Albany 
who would undertake to have laws 
yoenes to prevent the libel suit epidemic. 

r. Seitz said the proposal was promptly 
rejected and that not a rfewspaper in 
New York would consider it.

Though the elections are only ten days 


away, there is no excitement except 
where here and there Communists have 
broken up a meeting or two as when 
they assaulted André Tardieu and Prince 
Murat, and among the gererality of vot- 
ers there is very little interest. 

Old election hands declare that the 
electors’ minds were made up months 
ago and that they reverted to old party 
lines in a way which will favor the Left 
over the national bloc. 

What is most feared is that there will 
be a very general abstention from vot- 
ing. At the last elections 30 per cent. 
of the voters never went to the polls and 
in some country departments the figure 
of those who abstained reached over 40 
s per cent. The only departments where 
the voting was taken seriously were the 
Paris District and the recovered 
provinces of Alsace-Lorraine. This fea- 
ture of the 1919 election was ascribed to 
the absence of personal candidature due 
to the abolition of the old election sys- 
tem and the substitution of the quasi 
proportional list system, which this year 
is being tried again. 

All over Paris and the country lists 
of candidates have been published on 
|| special billboards and their multiplicity 
gseems certain to discourage any elector 
| whose intererst is torpid. The man in 

the street may know one or two can- 

didates but in a very large majority of 
| cases he certainly never heard more 
| than the names of the rest of the list, 
} even when they belong to the party 
| for which he desires to vote. 

This has produced a very definite un- 
easiness among the electors. If they 
vote for Duval and he gets an absolute 
majority, his surplus votes will be trans- 
ferred to Dupont, about whom they know 
nothing, and this system of giving a 
blank check to some unknown candidate 
does not in the least accord with the 

, Frenchman’s character.

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., May 1.—After 
listening to a bitter denunciation of 
Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler, President 
of Columbia University, the  thirty- 
fourth Quadrennial General Conference 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, at 
its opening session today, voted unan- 
imously to urge Congress not to per- 
mit any change in the percentage of 
alcohol alowed in liquor as prescribed 
by the Volstead act, “believing that 
such a change would not only be in vio- 
lation of the Eighteenth Amendment 
itself but would also render more dif- 

ficult the enforcement of the law.” 
The denunciation of Dr. Butler was 
made by William H. Van Benschoten, 


a lawyer of New York, who declared 
that the Columbia President’s speech 
was ‘‘a vicious, venomous attack on the 
institutions of our country,’’ and its 
character was ‘“‘such as to amaze and 
shock the people of the country.” 

“Dr, Butler assumed that the Bigh- 
teenth Amendment could not be en- 
forced and that it was the cause of 
immoral and lawless cond¢itions,’’ said 
Mr. Van Benschoten, ‘‘and Dr. Butler 
appealed to the men and women of 
religious faith and moral principles to 
change their attitude and favor the re- 
peal of the amendment and the law. 

“T live in the State of New York, 
where some of us have to endure a 
Governor who. by signing the repeal of 
our State enforcement law, (id what he 
coyld to nullify the Eighteenth Amend- 
ment and the Volstead law. I live 
within the shadows of the great insti- 
tution of which Dr. Butler is the head. 
I daily see the thousands of young men 
and women who attend there for their 
education and ideals. 

“T don’t believe that Dr. Butler and 
those agreeing with him, all of whom 
seem to Gisregard the great principles 
involved, can prevent the legally adopt- 
ed mandates of the people of the coun- 
try from being enforced. The real is- 
sue is, can free Government secure 
obedience to its mandates and can 
American democracy protect its institu- 
tions and perpetuate itself?

Debate Futile or Unnecessary, 


“You suggest a debate. My views on 
these questions have been publicly stated 
in an address on Law and Lawlessness 
before the Ohio State Bar Association 
at Columbus, Ohio, on January 26, 1923; 
in a letter on Obedience to Law versus 
Enforcement of One Law, written under 
date of February 15, 1924, to the Federal 
Prohibition Commissioner in response to 
a request from him for an expression of 
my opinion on this subject; and in an 
address before the Missouri Society of 
the city of New York, on Tuesday last, 
April 29. 

‘In those several papers I have stated 
and supported two theses: First, that 
the law of the land should be obeyed in 
its entirety by eve citizen; and, sec- 
ond, that prohibition is now a moral 
issue. If you dissent from thee proposi- 
tions, debate between us would be futile.

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WAR SEIZURE TEST 


INVOLVES MILLIONS 


German Bankers Claim Owner- 


ship of Steel Corporation 
Stock Held in England. 


$100,000,000 IS AT STAKE 


Securities Taken by British Public 
Trustee as Custodian of 


Enemy Property. 


Argument was heard yesterday by 
Federal Judge Learned Hand in a suit 
instituted by German bankers to prove 
their ownership of shares of stock. of 


the United States Steel Corporation 
which had been deposited in Bnglish 


branches of the German companies, and 
had been seized by the British Public 
Trustee, as custodian of enemy property. 
The action is a test case and upon the 
decision, it was said, depends stocks 


and other securities worth a hundred 


willion dollars or more. 

The plaintiffs are the Direction der 
Disconte-Gesellschaft and the Bank fur 
Handel und Industrie. The defendants 
are the steel corporation and the British 


trustee. What the value of the stock 
immediately involved is did not appear, 
but it represents certificates of stock of 
the steel corporation and may amount 
to $7,000,000. The plaintiffs applied to 
the steel corporation to have the stock 
registered in their names, but the Brit- 
ish authorities claimed the property. 
Then the plaintiffs threatened suit and 
counsel representing all the interests got 


together and prepared 2 summary of 
agreed facts and of the questions that 
the Court would be asked to decide, No 
matter what the outcome is in the lower 
courts it has already been agreed to 
carry the matter to the United States 
Supreme Court. 

These are the questions involved: 

Was the seizure of the endorsed certif- 
ieates and their vesting in the Public 
Trustee in compliance with the British 
law, a valid transfer of the certificates 
with the consequent right in the trustee 
or his nominee upon such surrender of 
such certificates to the defendant com- 
pany to receive new certificates as the 
registered owner of the stock? 

Was the said seizure and vesting of 
the right, title and interest in the 
shares, whether valid or not, so ratified 
and confirmed by the Treaties of Berlin 
and Versailles as to entitle defendant 
Public Trustee to be so registered? 

Can this Court entertain the sult, or 
is it barred by the provision of the 
Treaty of Berlin and the Treaty of Ver- 
gailles that no claim may be brought 
by any German national in respect to 
any act done with regard to his prop- 
erty rights or interests during the war 
and under authority of any allied or 
associated power? 

The law: firm of Coudert Brothers 
represents the Public Trustee, and the 
argument was made by Frederick Cou- 
dert. Averell Brown represented the 
steel corporation and the law firm of 
Nipert & Brown, the plaintiffs. F. R. 
Coudert Jr., in explaining the suit, said: 

“The form of the action is a bill in 
equity and is taken here as a test case, 
to register the former German owners, 
the complainants, as stockholders of rec- 
ord. The steel corporation, faced by 
conflicting demands, simply says to the 
Court, ‘1 have the stake, tell me what 
to do with it.’ The action is really one 
to remove a cloud hanging over the 
ownership of the property.”’ 

The complainants name as co-defend- 
ants Egremont John ‘Mills, Walter 
Clarke, Morris, Nathanfel, Julius and 
Donnell Shepard Post, trading as Marka, 
Bulteel, Mills & Co., and the Eng- 
lish Association of American Bond 
and Shareholders, Ltd.; the London and 
Liverpool Bank of Commerce, Ltd.; Her- 
bert Hopkins individually and as liqui- 
dator of the London and Liverpool Bank, 
and Violet Gertrude Fraser, executrix 
of the will of Thomas Fraser, all of 
whom have had some connection as 
owners or otherwise in the stock involved 
in the suit. Decision was reserved. 


M’CRAY BEGINS TERM 
IN ATLANTA JAIL 


Ex-Governor Expresses ‘Sublime 
_ Confidence in My Integrity 
of Purpose.’ 


ATLANTA Ga., May 1.—Sympathy 
for the tornado victims in the South 
Was expressed today by Warren T. Mc- 
Cray, former Governor of Indiana, just 
before he was committed to the Fed- 
eral penitentiary here to serve a term 
of ten years for using the mails to de- 
fraud. ‘‘My heart goes out to those who 
lost their loved ones and their homes,”’ 
he said. 

Just before entering the prison McCray 
issued a statement saying: 

“IT am facing the decree of fate with 
courage and fortitude and sublime con- 
fidence in my individual integrity of pur- 
pose. Unfortunately, my personal for- 
tune became involved through the agri- 
cultural depression of the past four years 
and from my inability to meet the over- 
head expenses from the proceeds of the 
11,000 acres of my fertile land, which I 
own. 

“In order to carry on, I was compelled 
to borrow large amounts, expecting and 
believing that the vastness of the prop- 
erty with restoration of farm values 
would enable me to meet in full every 
obligation made. I have never specu- 
lated unless the buying of this fertiie 
farm and the breeding of my blooded 
eattle could be called speculation. My 
official acts have never been questioned. 

“I will enter upon the new _ situation 
with courage and confidence fully con- 
scious of my innocence of any inten- 
tional] wrongdoing.” 

Robert Lambert, another prisoner be- 
ing brought to the penitentiary by the 
same deputies, escaped from the train 
early today near Shelbyville, Tenn., by 
jumping through a washroom window. 
He was convicted of automobile theft. 
There were five prisoners in the party 
in addition to McCray. 


FRONTERA NOW CUT OFF. 


Navy Officer Reports. Heavy Losses 
Due to Unofficial Blockade. 
WASHINGTON, May 1.—A_ report 
from the commander of the cruiser 
Tulsa, received today by the Navy De- 


partment, said it was necessary in his | 


judgment that a naval vessel be retained 
at the Mexican port of Frontera to care 
for American interests. The report said 
there were about 700 rebel troops in the 
vicinity of the city and that except for 
the calling at that port of banana 
steamers on schedule, it was cut off 
from the outside world. 

“No great damage was suffered by 
American interests until recently when 
losses of over $20,000-were incurred due 
to an unofficial blockade,’’ the para- 
phrase of the dispatch made public by 
the Navy Department said. ‘There 
exists no de facto blockade nor has any 
notice of formal blockade been issued.”’

vestigation. The basis of the case is an 
involved transaction and the net result, 


it would appear, was that none profited 
directly, though the evidence given be- 
fore the Grand Jury, it is understood, 
goes to show that Mayor Reynolds, by 
the manner in which the transactions 
were handled, avoided the necessity of 
meeting a personal guarantee he had 
given Dollard & Rosoff, contractors. 

These contractors undertook work at 
Reynolds’s suggestion, it is alleged, in- 
volving more than $200,000 of paving 
end sewer construction. Then Reyn- 
olds, according to the evidence before 
the Grand Jury, induced them to take 
over an iseue of $484,000 of special as- 
fessment bonds and dispose of them, 
guaranteeing, so they say, that they 
would not sustain a loss. Ostensibly at 
least, the contractors sold the bonds to 
Watkins & Co., receiving a price of 96 
and thereby incurring an apparent loss 
of $4 on each bond, or $19,360 on the 
whole issue. They say that with this 
loss apparent they went to Reynolds. 

The charge is that Gracy, at the di- 
rection of Reynolds, who was his su- 
perior in the city Government, drew a 
number of checks on different dates, to 
the order of Dollard and Rosoff to 
make up this deficiency; that the 
checks were drawn on the funds of 
Long Beach and that no vouchers are 
to be found for the payments. On the 
books, the evidence is, the payments 
appear to have been made for work 
done. 


Inquiry Turns Toward Engineer. 


In this connection Mr. Spence said he 
had been informed that a certificate 
had been made out by the city engineer 
certifying that Dollard and Rosoff had 
done work for the payments made. He

ADOPTED CHILD GETS 
- A 9225,000 LEGACY 


The Wife of Major Harold E. 
_ Kelsey Is Declared to Be 
ef a Legal Heir. 


PARENTS WERE DESTITUTE 


Blood Relatives of George H. Wat- 
son Fail in Effort to Get Her 


{ Share of Trust Fund. 
f 


_ A decision handed down yesterday y 
Supreme Court. Justice Davis awards 
$225,000 to Mrs. Helen Marcellite Kelsey, 
who was a poorly dressed barefooted 
child when she was adopted by George 
H. Watson and his wife in 1899. Mrs. 
Kelsey, who is now the wife of Major 
Harold E. Kelsey, United States Marine 
Corps, won this sum in a legal contest 
with the heirs at law of Mr. Watson, 
who died at Groton, Conn., on Oct, 28, 
1921. 

The suit was brought by William Har- 
fson as executor under the will of Mr. 
Watson, against the United States Trust 
Company, as executor under the will of 
his first wife, Mrs. Anna J. Watson, 
whe died in 1878, for an accounting of 
his acts as trustee under her will, and 
to determine what should be done with 
half the principal of a trust fund left 
to Mr. Watson for life by his wife, 
with directions that upon his death it 
should go to his iegal heirs. The ques- 
tion before Justice Davis was whether 
an adopted child was a iegal heir. 

The facts of the dispute stated in Jus- 
tice Davis's opinion are that Mr. Wat-j; 
gon married again sometime after the 
Géath of his first wife, and when lhe 
died his only blood relatives were two 
sisters, three nephews and two nieces. 
They contended that the provisions of 
the will of the first Mrs. Watson in 
referring to legal heirs meant blood 
relatives and did not include the adopted 
child. 

Justice Davis states that in Septem- 
ber, 1899, Mr. Watson and his second 
wife, Mary Augusta Watson, made an 
a@greement with William G. Woodbury 
and his wife, Robina M. Woodbury, of 
Providence, to adopt their child Helen, 
who was then 3 years old. Mrs. Wat- 
£0n's attention had been drawn to Helen 
Woodbury by an elderly Scotch woman 
engaged in charitable work, when the 
Watsons were considering the adoption 
of a child because several of their 
friends had done so. When they saw 
Helen Woodbury, the testimony showed, 
“she was barefooted, was very poorly 
dressed, but was a pretty child.”” They 
notified the parents that they 
consider one the child and in the 
meantime, Mrs. Watson provided cloth- 
ing and shoes for the little girl. 

Mrs. Watson testified that the home of 
the Woodburys was shabby and dilap- 
idated and that they appeared to be 
in want, the father being then ill of a 
disease from which he died shortly 
afterward. Mrs. Watson testified that 
when she told the father that she and 
her husband would take the little girl 
for the Summer, he ‘‘cried and said he 
hoped they would eventually adopt her, 
because he did not think he could pro- 
vide for her and she would have to be 
a. in a home if she were not adopted,”’ 

he legal adoption was executed in the 
Probate Court at Groton, Conn., in Sep- 
tember of that year.

1923, 3.45 per cent., and from March 1,

Says Valuation Is Too Low. 


The company alleged that the rate 
base fixed by the Public Service Com- 
mission was at least $150,000,000 lower 
than the fair and reasonable value of 
the property on Jan. 1, 1923. The com- 
mission, on Jan. 25, 1923, said that the 
entire value of the property in the State 
was $246,182,491, and on that basis al- 
lowed the company a7 per cent. return. 
Another claim made by the company 
was that it had added to its property 
during 1923 upward of $10,000,000. The 
complaint alleged that the fair amount 
which it is entitled to earn under rates 
imposed upon it is an amount equal to 
not less than 8 per cent. on a fair and 
reasonable value of the property used 
in the telephone service. 

The allowed rates, the company stated, 
have yielded less in the State than the 
8 per cent. by the following amounts: 
1919, $13,448,334; 1920, $21,721,211; 1921, 
$17,690,180; 1922, $18,200,139; 1923, $20,- 
804,351, and to Feb. 29, 1924, $20,776,248. 


M. H. Winkler Analyzes Figures. 


Figures prepared by M. H. Winkler, 
who has made a study of the telephone 


situation, were presented in a statement 
which reads in part: 

“Exchange service revenues in the 
City of New York, exclusive of toll ser- 
vice and miscellaneous revenues, during 
1022 was $55,791,245 and during the year 
1923 these local exchange service rev- 
enues amounted to $65,493,580, and at 
the present rates it is estimated these 
loc: exchange revenues during 1924 
will amount to §72,836,100.’’ 

Mr. Winkler calis attention to the 
statement in the complaint of the com- 
pany to the effect that if the orders of 
the Public Service Commission fixing 
rates are enforced the financial result 
will be that the company will be pre- 
vented from earning any return in ex- 
cess of 2,65 per cent. upon the cost of 
its telephone property in the State and 
from earning any return in excess of 
1.96 per cent. upon the fair and reason- 
able value of the property. Then Mr. 
Winkler said: 

“The net profits of the company dur- 
ing 1922,~in its entire territory, after 
all charges as disclosed in its annual 
report for 1922, made public May 18, 
1928, were $16,969,882, equal to §8.07 
per share on its entire outstanding capi- 

stock of $204,692,000 and not 2.56 per 
cent. per annum on the cost of its prop- 
erty or 1.96 per cent. upon the fair and 
reasonable value of its property in the 
State of New York, as estimated when 
gpelzing to the court for an injunction, 
mn March. 1922, the equivalent of less 
than $6,500,000. 

“More than 80 per cent. of the prop- 
erty of the company is situated within 
the city and State of New York, and 
more than 80 per cent. of its total 
revenue is derived from operation in the 
city and State of New York.”

ECKER CHOSEN HEAD 
OF STATE CHAMBER 


One-Time $4-a-Week Messen- 
ger Boy Now President of Big 
Commerce Organization. 


$3,000 GIFT FOR SECRETARY 


Charles T. Gwynne Gets Three 
Months’ Leave and Promotion— 
Many New Officers Elected. 


Frederick H. Ecker, Vice President of 
the Metropolitan Life Insurance Com- 
pany, and once a messenger boy for that 
company at $4 a week, was elected 
President of the Chamber of Commerce 
of the State of New York at its 156th 
annual election of officers. With him 
was elected almost an entirely new set 
of officers as provided for in the 
amended by-laws. With the exception 
of the committee on arbitration, of 
which Charles L. Bernheimer is Chair- 
man, new presiding officers were elected 
for all standing committees. 

Charles T. Gwynne, Secretary, who 
has been connected with the chamber 
for the past thirty years, was promoted 
to Executive Vice President, and in ap- 
preciation of his sefvices he got $3,000, 
with three months’ leave of absence for 
a trip to Europe. 

In making the nominations for the 
new officers, Darwin _P. Kingsley, 
Chairman of the nominating committee, 
Stated that it was ‘desired to recog- 
nize the service of Irving T. Bush, the 
retiring President, and to express the 
Chamber's appreciation.” 

‘‘During his presidency,’’ Mr. Kingsley 
said, ‘‘he has been active, both at home 
and abroad, along lines which have 
made the chamber better known and bet- 
ter understood. He has_ especially 
striven to extend our contacts with the 
commercial orgagizations. throughout 
this State and in other States. He has 
never hesitated to make any sacrifice of 
his personal time or interest if by mak- 
ing that sacrifice he could serve the 
chamber. As our presiding officer he 
has been efficient and courteous. We 
assume that he will hereafter respond 
to whatever ‘reasonable demands the 
chamber may make on him for further 
service,” 

Charles L. Bernheimer, Chairman of 
the Committee on Arbitration, in his re- 
port urged the adoption of a Federal 
arbitration law along the lines of that 
now in vogue in New York State. It 
also became known at the meeting that 
Mr. Bernheimer and other business men 
are underwriting an endowment fund of 
$350,000, which on the death of Mr. 
Bernheimer will provide money to carry 
on this branch of the chamber’s work. 

The chamber went on record as oppos- 
ing the application of Section 28 of the 
Jones act ‘‘at this time’’ as injurious to 
American trade, and passed a resolution 
objecting to the labeling of ‘‘virgin 
wool’’ as provided for in bills now be- 
fore Congress.

HEARS HUGHES MAY RESIGN. 


Tokio Hospital Director Is Also Told 
Japanese Bill Will Be Vetoed. 


Dr. Rudolph B. Teusler, Director of 
St. Luke’s Hospital in Tokio, Japan, for 
twenty-three years, told a large audi- 
ence at the Town Hall last night that 
he had learned from*good authority in 
Washington that Secrétary Hughes con- 
templated resigning if President Cool- 
idge signed the pending immigration 
bill, including the Japanese exclusions 
clause. 

Dr. Teusler read the following cable- 
gram from a friend in Tokio ‘Japanese 
exclusion act very detrimental to Amer- 
ican interests in Japan. We cannot too 
strongly urge the necessity of request- 
ing the President of the United States 
to veto the pending immigration bill.” 
He said that he had brought the cable- 
gram to the attention of some friends 
in Washington, and they had told him 
that President Coolidge would probably 
veto the bill, and that if he did not 
Secretary Hughes was seriously con- 
sidering offering his resignation. 

“The larger part of Japan's foreign 
trade, both imports and exports is with 
the United States’’ said Dr. Teusler,’’ 
and if there is not an open boycott, at 
least we stand to lose their good will 
and they will favor the products of 
other nations whenever possible. This 
act destroys the diplomatic work of two 
decades in building up good relation- 
ship. 

Dr. Teusler was the last of three 
speakers to discuss the question, the 
preceding two being Herbert G. Hous- 
j ton, editor of Our World, and Profes- 
; sor Henry Pratt Fairchild of New York 
| University. 

' Professor Fairchild approved the bill

Time was short and he went to 
a Reformed ‘Episcopal Church at 
Twenty-eighth Street’ and Madison Ave- 
nue and requested the pastor to perform 
the services. It so happened that the 
pastor had condemned the theatre and 
the players from the pulpit. He told 
Mr. Jefferson, therefore, that in view 
of these circumstances it would hardly 
be meet for him to conduct the funeral 
services for an actor. 

‘‘However,” said the pastor, ‘‘there’s 
a little church around the corner, and 
they will probably fix you up.” 

“Well, God biess the little 
around the corner,’’ replied Mr.

the new Permanent Court of Interna- 
tional Justice represents a great ad- 
vance in international jurisprudence. 
They have been unanimous also in ap- 
proving the work of the International 
Court to date, and everywhere I have 
gone among lawyers I have found them 
taking the greatest satisfaction in the 
opinions which the Permanent Court of 
International Justice has already handed 
down. 

“In nine cases the new court has 

roved its usefulness. Two years ago 
f thought that it might not be used to 
any great extent during its earlier 
period. But in the first two years it 
was necessary for the court to hold two 
extraordinary sessions in order to take 
care of its business. It has now held 
five sessions. The first of these was 
devoted to framing the rules of court. 
The other four were devoted to handling 
the nine cases that have arisen. 

“Only one of the nine cases to date 
has been a contested case; that was the 
ease of the allied powers against Ger- 
many, relating to the Kiel Canal. In 
the other eight cases advisory opinions 
have been handed down as requested by 
the Council of the League of Nations.

“The present very admirable method of 
choosing the Judges of the court was 
proposed by a great American jurist and 
statesman, Hlihu Root, who had given 
his best thought to the subject for many 
years. Mr. Root was the author of the 
first plan for an international court of 
justice ever presented to the nations of 
the world. 

“According to Mr. Root’s plan, com- 
bodied in the statute of the present 
court and now in operation, the Judges 
are elected by the concurrent action of 
the Council and Assembly of the League. 
They do not in any sense represent 
States, but are elected at large from a 
list of names proposed by the meinbers 
of the Permanent Court of Arbitration, 
each national group proposing two can- 
didates without regard to nationality. 

“The present plan has been adopted 
by the League and by the nations which 
have ratified the protocol, and it is 
working satisfactorily. It was devised 
by Mr. Root and it is endorsed by Sec- 
retary Hughes, another great Aemrican 
— It is not likely that it can be 
mproved upon by any who have given 
less study and thought to the subject 
than these two great Americans.” ¢ 

Mrs. Raymond Morgan, Chairman of 
the Women’s World Court Committee, 
said this organization did not support 
the League of Nations.

Near East Chambers of Com- 


merce Adopt a Resolution 
on Praxiteles’s Work. 


OPPOSITION IS _ VOICED 


Senator Moses and Professor Shep- 
herd Give Reasons Against 
the Project. 


The proposal to bring to this country 
the masterpiece of Praxiteles’s sculp- 
tural art, “Hermes Carrying the Infant 
Dionysus,” was endorsed yesterday at 
a luncheon of the Federated American 
Chamber of Commerce of the Near 
East, Inc, at the Hotel Belmont in 
honor of Irwin B. Laughlin, who sails 
tomorrow as American Minister to 
Greece. 

A resolution was adopted, pledging 
the organization’s co-operation in bring- 
ing the statue here, It was offered by 
A, H. Holliday, a director of the fed- 


eration. 

Neal Dow Becker, 
the luncheon, asked for an oral vote. 
The ‘‘ayes’’ and ‘‘noes’’ seemed to be 
equal volume, so a rising vote was 
called for. Although there were about 
seventy-five guests at the  luneheon, 
fewer than half voted. Mr. Becker an- 
nounced that the vote was twenty-eight 
for, and, six against. 

“It would be a wonderful stimulation 
of interest in Greece to have the Hermes 
statue shown here,’’ said Mr, Becker. 
“What difference would it make if it 
were scratched up a bit? Think of the 
wonderf@ advertising Greece would get 
through the publicity that I know would 
bo given the statue’s arrival and stay 

ere.”’

RELICS OF NAPOLEON 
TO COME TO AMERICA 


Collection Bought by Dr. Rosen- 
bach Inclades Drinking Cup, 
Plate and Clothing.

LONDON, May 1.—An interesting col- 
lection of Napoleonic relics is about to 
go to the United States as a result of 
the purchase made by Dr. A. S. W. Ro- 
senbach. It was made by Abbe Ange 
Paul Vignali, who was one of the two 
Corsican priests sent to minister to the 
ex-Emperor at St. Helena by his uncle, 
Cardinal Fesch, and who attended Napo- 
leon on his deathbed, administering 
extreme unction. ; 

Napoleon bequeathed to Vignali 100,000 
francs as well as a number of articles. 
The latter, through the dishonesty of a 
Corsican lawyer, found their way to a 


Mont de Piété in Paris, and were pur- 
chased there by the Duke of Padua and 
are now owned by Prince Victor Napo- 
eon. 

In addition to this collection there was 
a large number of personal articles be- 
longing to Napoleon which were divided 
among his personal entourage, and it 
is Vignali’s share of these which Dr. 
Rosenbach has now purchased. They 
were till recently in possession of 
Charles Marie Gianettini, nephew of the 
Abbe and he has vouched in a special 
notarial act to their authenticity. 

The relics number nearly forty and 
include the death mask of Napoleon 
from the matrix moulded by his doctor, 
Antommarchi. Accompanying this is a 
letter from Antommarchi to Vignali 
enclosing a prospectus of his intention 
to issue copies of the death mask to a 
few subscribers. 

Perhaps the most interesting item is 
the last cup Napoleon ever used. It is 
a silver goblet from his dressing bag 
and is inscribed with the imperial coat 
of arms. There are also a similarly 
engraved silver knife, fork and spoon, 
while a more gruesome relic is a mum- 
mified tendon taken from the ex-Em- 
peror’s body during the post mortem. 
A shirt, handkerchiefs, a pair of white 
breeches and white pique waistcoats rep- 
resent Napoleon's wardrobe, and there 
are church vestments from the chapel in 
Longwood, many of them marked with 
the imperia! cypher. 

About half the collection consists of 
documents, such as letters from Napo- 
leon’s entourage to Vignali, accounts re- 
lating to his salary at St. Helena and a 
copy of Napoleon's will in the Abbe’s 
handwriting.

UNWELCOME TRUTH, 

The hearings on the World Court 
before the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee seem very like the releas- 
ing of a dammed up flood. Lawyers, 
clergymen, philanthropists, honorable 
women not a few, have pressed for- 
ward to urge this most American of 
international projects. The Senate 
committee was very grudging and re- 
luctant about affording any opportu- 
nity at all to this cloud of witnesses. 
Senator Lovce could not give his time 
or mind to such trifles, and turned 
the matter over to a subcommittee 
of which Senator PepPrer is Chairman. 
He felt compelled to address a polite 
rebuke to one of the ladies who had 
spoken of the possibility that there 
would be votes against the re-election 
of Senators who in this matter of the 
World Court set themselves against 
the wishes of the people. 

This was too much for the delicaté 
gense of propriety always displayed 
by the Senator from Pennsylvania. 
He gravely observed that many men

Gertook to inform the lady who had

THE RESERVE BANK’S RATE. 

Wednesday's reduction of the New 
York Reserve Bank's official redis- 
count rate to 4 per cent., as against 
the 414 per cent. which had been main- 
tained since Feb. 21, 1923, would have 
attracted little attention but for the 
strange ideas which have existed re- 
garding the policy which regulates or 
ought to regulate such changes. The 
case as it stood when the rate came 
down was reasonably clear. Trade, 
which had been abnormally active 
when the rate was raised from 4 to 4% 
fourteen months ago, had slackened; 
demand for bank credit, whether for 
ordinary business purposes or for spec- 
ulation, had been substantially re- 
duced. Open market money rates in 
Wall Street, which were rising above 
the Reserve bank’s rate in the early 
weeks of 19238, had fallen below the 
bank rate last week. These circum- 
stances, taken in conjunction with a 
percentage of reserve to deposits and 
circulation which had reached at the 
New York bank the highest figure 
since 1917, made Wednesday’s reduc- 
tion largely a matter of routine. 

Much of the recent discussion of the 
Reserve bank rate, however, has been 
based on two assumptions that have 
confused the question. Mr. KEYNES 
has insisted, somewhat vehemently, 
that the Reserve system ought to have 
shaped its rate policy in line with the 
large and continuing influx of gold; 
the argument apparently being that 
the rate should have been progres- 
sively reduced along with the large 
gold imports since the 4% per cent. 
rate was fixed last year. Reasoning 
on different lines, Wall Street has oc- 
casionally criticized the New York 
bank for standing in the way of re- 
viving prosperity by continuing a rela- 
tively high rate. 

The answer to Mr. KEYNES’S argu- 
ment is that the gold movement can- 
not of itself be a determining influence 
when the international gold market is 
governed by wholly abnormal influ- 
ences. It is quite true that before the 
war the Bank of England always 
accepted the gold movement as one 
consideration in fixing the 
discount rate. This was done partly 
because of the rise or fall of the 
’* which came 


essential 


bank’s ‘‘ reserve ratio 
with excessive gold imports or exports, 
but largely also with the purpose of 
moderating a persistent gold export 
from Great Britain. Advance of the 
tcnk rate under such conditions, if 
London’s open money market followed, 
would mean that floating capital which 
had been drawn to foreign markets 
where a higher rate was paid for it 
would return to London. This would 
reverse the exchange market’s move- 
ment and check the outflow of gold. 
The Reserve Board itself explained, 
in its annual report, why this auto- 
matic process cannot operate today in 
America, as regards either higher or 
lower rates. With the United States 
** practically. the only free gold market 
in the world,” the movement of gold to 
this country does not reflect the rela- 
tive position of home and foreign 
nor does the move- 


money markets, 
‘ment give rise to corrective influ- 
‘* ences, working through exchanges, 
“ money rates and price levels.’’ Even 
the Bank of England, under present 
conditions of regulated gold exports 
and suspended gold payments, takes 
no account whatever of the gold move- 
ment in acting on its sount rate. 
The force of the argument that a 
given rediscount rate should be low- 
ered to promote prosperity depends on 
existing circumstances. To have main- 
tained during 1923, when trade was 
beginning to revive and member banks 
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at the Federal Reserve, the 6 or 7 
per cent. bank rate of 1921 would 
have been palpably unwise. The Re- 
serve Board itself has said that ‘* if in- 
‘* dustry and trade are in process of 
“recovery after a period of reaction, 
‘* they should be given suppor. by the 
‘* prompt establishment at the Federal 
** Reserve banks of rates that will in- 
‘* vite the use of Federal Reserve 
** credit.’’ 

But 4 per cent. is the lowest 
bank rate that the discount market 
called for, even in 1922. It is the low- 
est rate that the Reserve banks have 
fixed at any time since the : ‘stem was 
established in 1914, even when the 
“reserve ratio” stood far above the 
present figure in the early war years. 
That maintenance of the 4% per cent. 
rate would have stood in the way of 
business revival, or that a lower rate 
would of itself promote such recovery, 
is extremely doubtful. The real and 
proper reason for Wednesday's reduc- 
tion was that it brought the bank 
more closely in Mne with the general 
money market.

TROTSKY ON INTERNATIONAL 

ETIQUETTE. 

The Soviet delegates now discussing 
recognition and finance with RAMSAY 
MACDONALD are not receiving the most 
effective support from the men at 
home. Whatever may be the glaring 
distinctions discovered by Senator 
Borau between the Soviet Government 
and the Third International, there can 
be explaining away of LEON 
TROTSKY as a member of the Soviet 
tovernment. It is he who has just 
declared that he does not think much 
of Britain’s Labor Government on 
general principles; that MACDONALD is 
guilty of suppressing “the struggle 
for freedom in Afghanistan’’; and that 
‘*we are going to help the Eastern 
“peoples shake off the yoke of for- 
“ eign domination.” 

Such notice served on Great Britain 
in respect to India is not conducive to 
the best understanding among .the 
London conferees. It is true that 
TROTSKY made use of the familiar 
Communist formula about opportune 
occasions and inopportune times. The 
Red Army will be held in leash when 
the outlook is unfavorable. It will be 
let loose when the chances for stand- 
ing Europe on its head are promising. 
This doctrine may satisfy at Moscow, 
but is likely to raise doubts in Lon- 
don. Making peace and establishing 
trade relations with a Government 
which announces that it # going to 
take advantage of the first dark night 
is an arduous undertaking. As a mat- 
ter of fact, the pace of negotiations at 
London has been deliberate. And the 
reason is that both sides want time. 
The Soviet delegates want time for the 
Moscow orators to tire themselves out 
and be forgotten. Mr. MacDowna.p 
wants a little time to see just whom 
he has recognized. 

For the British Government there is 
no great need of haste. MACDOoNALD’s 
recognition of the Soviet Government 
was dictated, in reality, less by actual 
necessity than by political considera- 
tions. The extremist faction of Labor 
had to be placated, especially since it

THE SISTER OF THE “YyY.” 

The gift of JoHN D. ROCKEFELLER 
Jr. to the Y. W. C. A. for the estab- 
lishment of a retirement fund for sec- 
retaries is an intimation not only of 
the well-established life of this organ- 
ization, but of confidence in its future. 
It is now one of our national institu- 
tions. which began 
in England in 1855, only a decade after 
the organization of the Y. M. C. A. 
by Sir GeorGE WILLIAMS, and led to a 
modest beginning in New York City in 
1858 with the maintenance of a board- 
ing house for young women, has 
grown to tremendous proportions and 
has encircled the earth. It was not 
until 1906 that its. national organiza- 
tion in America was formed, but it 
now includes over 2,000 centres with 
a total membership of over half a 
million and a total of budgets amount- 
ing to more than $23,000,000—which 
is, incidentally, $10,000,000 less than 
the budget of the Police Department 
in New York City alone.

STRENGTHENING THE NEW 
ORDER. 

There is pertinent truth in the state- 
ment of one of the League’s most 
ardent supporters, Dr. Benes, in The 
Nineteenth Century, that “in striving 
“after the consolidation of Europe 
“and its individual parts, and after 
settling some questions left open by 
the war, it * * * still is neces- 
sary to make use of other instru- 
ments and methods than those of the 
“League of Nations.) The Foreign 
Ministef of Czechoslovakia had in 
mind the treaty recently signed be- 
tween his country and France, which, 
as he rightly pointed out, offers the 
means of stabilizing particular condi- 
tions not yet sufficiently protected by 
the machinery of the League. Its 
special reason is the common interest 
between France and Czechoslovakia in 
opposing the restoration of monarchy 
and imperialism in Central Europe—a 
thing which would have unfortunate 
consequences for both countries. In 
other words, it is simply a reinforce- 
ment of the existing system for pre- 
serving the political framework resting 
on the peace treaties. Inasmuch as 
Czechoslovakia is, politically and legal-

Incidentally, Dr. Benes admits that 
his country would have liked a treaty 
between France and Britain. The 
failure to come to such an agreement 
was, in his opinion, partly responsible 
for the Franco-Czech treaty. Here 
again the underlying principle is that 
an Anglo-French entente would assure 
stabilization in Europe by discourag- 
ing the Germans from attempting 
steps to undermine the Versailles 
agreement. It does not follow that the 
treaty between France and*the Czechs 
has taken the place of a Franco-Brit- 
ish pact. The Czech treaty affects 
only a limited area. But it is a force 
for treaty fulfillment, and so helps 
in maintaining stability in Central 
Europe. 

Agreements supplementary to the 
Dawes report will have to be made, as 
happened in the case of the Versailles 
Treaty and the League. Just as Dr. 
BENES foresees a day when the Franco- 
Czech treaty may be superfluous as a 
result of the strengthening of the 
League, so agreements supplementary 
to the Dawes plan may also gradually 
become obsolete. Until such a time, 
however, there is little left to do, as 
the Czech statesman indicates, but 
“to prepare by degrees the way for 
**the future, which can be done by 
“settling disputes by friendly agree- 
‘*ments, safeguarding the new order 
“of things by partial 
‘treaties and employing the methods 
“of the League of Nations.’’

GRAHAM ALLEN, who long had been its 
Treasurer and his private secretary. 
he explained, his purpose was not to 
reward faithful and efficient service, 
though he stated that Miss ALLEN 
ways had given that, but to carry on 
the company as a sort of monument to 
himself, which was something he greatly 
desired. 

It is evident that he regarded the 
business as something more than an in- 
strument cr means of making money, 
and this feeling may have been the 
stronger because Mr. KENDALL had car-

of his company from what he regarded 
as unwarranted discrimination. With the 
rights and the wrongs of that contest 
the public has little or no concern, but 
to Mr. KENDALL it had a sentimental as 
well as a financial interest, and he de- 
sired that the enterprise should fall, 
not into the hands of heirs unable to 
do more than sell or close it up, but 
into those of a woman who knew, he 
said in his will, even more than he did 
himself about its affairs—a woman 
whom he considered capable of doing in 
its behalf such further fighting as might 
be necessary. 

This curious element of sentimentality 
in a form that ordinarily would not be 
called sentimentality at all sets this 
gase apart from others, and they have 
been rather frequent of late, when the 
owner of a prosperous business has 
transferred it, either in his own life- 
time or after his death, to a selected 
few among its employes to whom he 
thought its success was in largest part 
due.

essential to his happiness while alive 
and—by implication—to his peaceful sleep 
after he was dead.

In modern business 
the profession of pub- 
lic accountancy has

These obvious facts lend importance to 
the hearing on the McGinniss bil] which 
Governor SmirH is to give today. In 
several instances reports recently have 
been made that turned out, under judi- 
cial examination, to have been the re- 
verse of trustworthy, and the losses in- 
curred, at least in part, because of them 
were heavy. 

The purpose of the McGinniss bill is to 
enable the investing public to discrimli- 
nate between the legally certificated ac- 
countants. and those who are incompe- 
tent or unscrupulous. The members of 
both groups at present are free to call 
themselves ‘‘public accountants’”’ or ‘‘ex- 
pert accountants,’’ and the bill aims to 
do away with the existing confusion by 
enabling the Regents of the University 


of the State of New York to exercise 
what experience has shown to be a nec- 
essary amount of supervision over all 
who proffer such services. 

The bill has had the approval of the 
Attorney General, the State Superinten- 
dent of Banks, the New York State So- 
ciety of Certified Public Accountants, 
the President of the New York Bankers’ 
Association, the New York Credit Men’s 
Association, the Faculties of Columbia, 
New York University and the University 
of the State of New York, as well as of 
many financial institutions in the State, 
and of many individual bankers, busi- 
ness men and law firms. .

Charity” Organization Says Any 

Real Distress Can Be Relleved. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In THe Tims there was a letter from 
one of our citizens, referring to the re- 
cent death of John Burns, ‘‘who died in 
the midst of plenty’’ from starvation, 
when ‘hundreds of people, had they 
i} known, would have been glad to help 
him. 

The writer is quite right. New York 
is not ungenerous, but New York is big 
and of necessity impersonal. The only 
kind of poverty that worries an organi- 
zation like ours‘is this sort of ‘‘poverty 
that hides.”’ 

There are two things every conscien- 
tious citizen should keep in mind so as 
to eliminate the possibility of such 
; tragedies as that of Mr. Burns. One 
is that there is a place open day and 
night at 105 East Twenty-second Street 
where people in distress of any kind 
may be sent to have a fair hearing and 
be helped out of their difficulties if it 
takes days or months to finally accom- 
plish this. Sometimes a neighbor might 
faintly guess that such a man as Mr. 
Burns was in need, but, hesitating to 
take on the responsibility of such a 
person, this neighbor might hope he had 
guessed wrong and do nothing. The 
private citizen usually hasn’t the time 
or the training for seeing such a situa- 
tion through successfully, but he can 
and should send these persons to the 
place where they can be helped perma- 
nently out of their troubles. 

The second thing the citizen should re- 
member is that the temporary dole of 
money never solved any one’s problems 
They go too deep for such short 
Therefore, indiscriminate giving 
not only fails to accomplish what one 
would wish, but it also does much harm. 
New York’s welfare work is 30 organ- 





| ized that no one need beg for money; 


but so long as coin-tossing from a busy 
public brings in more money than spe- 
cial training and a job, just so long will 
our streets and subways be lined with 
beggars. Some years ago the mendi- 
cancy squad of the police force cleared 
our streets of them, and among all the 
cases, each of which was given an in- 
dividual hearing, there was found prac- 
tically no neéd of alms begging. The 
majority, in fact, were doing a more 
thriving business than our honest work- 
ingmen.

MURPHY’S POLITICAL IDEAL. 


It Is Represented as the Honesty 
and Fearlessness of Gov.

In connection with your editorial “A 
Questionable Model,” appearing in the 
April 28 issue, it is conceded that Mr.

Ambassador Hanihara has explained "| 


the words “grave consequences” just as 
any one who understands Japanese char- 
acter would understandthem. One must 
be very simple-minded to think that a 
very intelligent, courteous and sagacious 
People like the Japanese would warn 
in advance. The words are simply an 
“‘honest-to-goodness” summing up of 
lamentable reactions against American 
friendship all over Japan, which will 
occur if our President endorses Con- 
gressional action. 

The question is not of interfering in 
our internal affairs. It is not even of 
maintaining the gentlemen’s agreement. 
Premier Kiyoura has said: ‘‘We were 
willing to accept only a nominal privi- 
lege.” The question is that of courte- 
ous and fair dealing. The gentlemen’s 
agreement was sealed by President 
Roosevelt and, from Japan’s point of 
view, it was a treaty. It was more than 
“a scrap of paper.” Japan looked upon 
it as a sacred and much-prized instru- 
ment. I know personally how laborious- 
ly and carefully they looked into the 
history and character of every Japanese 
whom they approved to sail away unde 
its provisions. By agreement the “pr 
ture bride” congession was yielded by 
Japan 44a other alterations certainly, 
cot#i@ have been made by conference and 
compromise. But the Senate in undigni- 
fied haste has not only scrapped the 
gentlemen’s agreement, but has an- 
nounced that no Japanese shall immi- 
grate. 

It was just seventy years ago that a 
very tactful American with seven black 
ships, already having waited a full year 
since a former visit, secured an agree 
ment by which Japan opened her doors 
and came out from her more than two- 
century-old hole of seclusion. We dip- 
lomatically pried open the door when 
they wanted to keep it shut. Our insis- 
tence threw the country into a turmof 
there were assassinations, bitter rival- 
ries and debates, ending in the revolu- 
tion which restored the Emperor in 1867. 
Let us remember who it was who an- 
chored off Yokohama in 1854 and was 
responsible foc all this quickening 
change. Then to please our sugar 
Planters in Hawaii several thousand 
Japanese left their homes to make 
wealthy Americans more prosperous. 
Japan is an Oriental gentleman whom 
we have introduced to the modern 
world. Let Americans not be too dis- 
courteous to him. 

If we wanted to annoy, discourage and 


hinder the thousands of Americans all . 


over the Orient, there is no _ surer 
method than to insult the Japanese na- 
tion. If these Americans can live and 
be happy with millions of Orientals 
around them, shall we risk their peace 
and comfort and declare that 146 Jap- 
anese coming annually to our shores 
are intolerable? 

Japan during these seventy years has 
been watching us carefully. We have 
had a helpful influence over her. Our 
ideals have been felt in home, school, 
press and government. In Japan no for- 
eigners are honored and respected more 
than George Washington’ and Abraham 
Lincoln. Townsend Harris set the pace 
decades ago for patient, honest and 
courteous diplomatic dealings. Verbeck. 
was their inspiration educationally and 
the founder of their first university. 
Secretary Seward was their first for- 
eign guest. of distinction. General 
Grant on his world tour stiffened them 
to stand against the European clamor 
that they should not increase their im- 
port taxes. 

Japan fas but recently withdrawn 
from Shantung and the maritime prov- 
inces and largely to please us Americans 
and calm oyr fears. Out of friendship 
for us Japan has given up the English 
alliance. She did this to make ths 
Washington conference a success. In 


view of these things, can they be blamed . 


if some are confused and others hurt? 
Can we blame them if they look upon 
us henceforth as an unfriendly people? 

Our President said at The Associated 
Press luncheon in New York: “After 
all the main support of peace is under- 
standing. It is a matter of accurate 
information by one Government and one 
people about other Governments and 
other peoples.”” It is difficult for us 
practical, driving, rushing, brusque, 
money-making Americans to understand 
the Japanese. They are aesthetical, 
they stand on proprieties. The minia- 
ture landscape in the poor man’s yard 
is more important to him than an eight- 
cylinder auto. They quickly sense and 
resent anything that is rude. In Japan, 
years ago, an ex-Vice Home Minister 
gave the deed while he refused to ac- 
cept my note for a balance of a number 
of thousands due him on property which 
had already been taken over for a cor- 
poration I represented. To his Japanese 
mind for him to handle a note would 
have been discourteous. 

It will not yield good dividends te 
gamble on future issues and deal with 
@ drastic and an uncompromising hand 
on this immigration issue. It will not 
work toward world peace. No American 
and no Japanese asks that the bars be 
let down at the Golden Gate. With all 
our fears of Soviet Russia, I am just 
wondering if the laugh will not be on 
us if our Senate’s action stands while 
the Communist of Russia invites the 
capable millions of Imperial Japan, 
whom our Senate has blackballed.

Huge Crowd at the Church.

Every foot of the way from the church 
to the foot of Fifty-eighth Street, where 
the Italian steamship Duilio awaited, 
was lined with mourning Italians and 
Americans.

All stood with 
bared heads in silent tribute for two 
minutes. Women and children strewed 
the road with white carnations and 
roses, 

Mingled with the crowd were squads 
of Itallan Bersaglieiri and Arditti, the

They 
came to the salute as the notes of the 
last post rang out. 


Movie Men Are Denied. 


At the pier the casket was taken from 
the hearse and raised by ropes to the 
deck of the Duilio. One incident marked 
this action. Motion picture camera- 
men, who had taken pictures inside the 
church with the permission of the 
Roman Catholic authorities and along 
the way, were halted by the Italian 
Ambassador with the following words: 

“I think it is disrespectful of you to 
want to take pictures here. You have 
had eve opportunity to take pictures 
before this, and I think you should not 
do so here.”’ 

As the coffin was being swung upward 
two priests completed the ceremonies of 
the Catholic Church here with a final 
blessing and benediction.

Guard Over Coffin on Ship.

CHICAGO, May i1.—Henry Malison 
Byllesby, head of the bond and engineer- 
ing house bearing his name, nationally 
known promoter of public utilities and 
onetime co-experimenter in electricity 
with Thomas A. Edison, died suddenly 
this afternoon of heart disease. 

Mr. Byllesby was stricken in the of- 
fices of Dr. William H. Logan, his 
dentist, at 29 Bast Madison Street. Wii ' 
him at the time was his nurse, Miss 
Mary W. Kindigh who, with Dr. Logan, 
placed him on a couch when he said he 
felt weak, knd called a heart specialist. 
But when the latter arrived Mr. Byllesby 
was dead. He had been afflicted with 
heart disease for many years, 

Mr. Byllesby was 65 years old. He 
had no children and is survived only by 
his widow, who was Margaret Stearns 
Baldwin of Roselle, N. J. Mrs. Byllesby 
was at their Chicago residence at the 
Drake Hotel when informed of the 
death. 

In_addition to being President of H. 
M. Byllesby & Co., r. Byllesby was 
an officer and director in a number of 
public utilities companies all over the 
United States, principally gas and elec- 
trical companies, 

He served during the war, despite his 
age of 60 years, as General Purchasing 
Agent for the A. E. F. In this capacity 
he wa. stationed at London. When he 
was discharged in 1918 he was awarded 
the Distinguished Service Order by the 
British Government, and later he. re- 
ceived the American Distinguished Ser- 
vice Medal. 

He was a member of the American So- 
oy of Civil Engineers, the American 
Society of Mechanical Engineers and the

CHIEF JUSTICE DAVIES 
OF CANADA DIES AT.79 


Sir Lowis Figared Prominently in 
Settling Disputes With This 
Country. 


OTTAWA, May 1.—Sir Louis Davies, 
Chief Justice for Canada, died early to- 
day after a short filness. He was 79 
years old. 

When Sir Wilfrid Laurier became 
Premier, in 1896, he selected Sir Louis 
as his Minister of the Marine and Fish- 
eries. While a member of the Laurier 
Cabinet Sir Louis visited Washington in 
1897 and 1898 in connection with the re- 
vision of the international regulations 
respecting Bering Sea seal fisheries and 
the negotiations for settlement of out- 
standing disputes between Canada and 
the United States. With the British Am- 
bassador at Washington he signed the 
protocols of the preliminary negotiations 
for the appointment of a Joint High 
Commission for the settlement of Can- 
ada's disputes with the United States. 
He was appointed, with Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier and Sir Richard Cartwright, one 


of the Joint High Commissioners repre- 
senting Canada on the commission, 
which sat first at Quebec and after- 
ward at Washington. 

Sir Louls resigned his portfolio in the 
Cabinet on Sept. 25, 1901, and was _ 
pointed to the Supreme Court bench. 
On Oct. 23, 1918, he was appointed Chief 
Justice of Canada.

URGE THAT WE JOIN LEAGUE 


Delegates to Convention Cheer Res- 
olution Pledging Members to 
Seek This Nation’s Entry. 


Delegates to the eighth national con- 
vention of the Young Women’s Chris- 
tian Association, at thte Hotel Com- 
modore, yesterday adopted a _ pro- 
posed amendment to the constitutional 
radically affecting the system of se- 
lecting convention delegates, cheered 
a resolution advocating the entrance 
of the United States into the 
League of Nations, learned in one 
breath that they were in cebt to the 
extent of $502,000 and in the next that 
it had been reduced by two gifts to 
$163,000, accepted an offer from the 
Laura Spelman Fund of the Rockefeller 
Foundation to cover the accumulated 
liability of the secretarial retirement 
fund and ended the Gay’s program with 
a ‘reception last night at the Metropoli- 
tan Museum of Art, where they were 
the guests of the trustees of the mu- 
seum, 

The proposed amendment passed the 
convention by the necessary two-thirds 
vote but does not become operative un- 
less it passes next year’s convention by 
the same vote. The resolution on the 
League was referred to a committee and 
will not be acted upon until] later. Ons 
of the gifts, it was learnec, was $100,- 
000 from Payne Whitney, while the sec- 
retarial retirement deficit will be more 
than $1,000,000 and probably nearer 
$2,000,000. Resolutions of appreciation 
to both John D. Rockefeller Sr. and 
Mr. Whitney were adopted. 


Changes in Constitution. 


- The only discussion from the floor was 
on the subject of changes to the con- 
stitution. These were read by Mrs. Rob- 
ert L. Dickinson, Chairman of the com- 
mittee that had the matter in hand, and 
those of less importance were adopted 
without a dissenting voice. At present 
delegates to the national convention are 
chosen on a basis of membership. The 
proposed change, as originally presented, 
euggested that there be one delegate for 
every hundred voting members, until the 
representation reaches five. Above that 
it was suggested that there should be 
an additional delegate for each addi- 
tional 200 voting members until the rep- 
resentation reaches ten. Those having 
more than 1,500 voting members should 
be entitled to one additional delegate for 
every 500 voting members until the rep- 
resentation reaches fifteen and no mem- 
ber association should have more than 
fifteen delegates. 

“The reasons for these proposals,”’ 
Mrs. Dickinson said, ‘‘are that a large 
convention is unwieldy and thorough 
discussion of any topic very difficult.’ 

Instant objection came from the large 
cities, for the proposal meant that 
while a small association with 500 voting 
members would have five delegates a 
wirge city with many branches would 
a. no more than fifteen delegates. 
few York, Philadelphia, Boston, Chi- 

and San Francisco at once pro- 
Delegates from this city pointed 


gates but under the amendment she 
could not have more than the maximum 
of fifteen. So many interests were con- 
<erned in a city of this size, it was 
pointed out, that with only fifteen dele- 
gates there would not be real repre- 
sentation. Various amendments were of- 
Finally the pro- 
posal was adopted with the amendment 
that where any city had more than fif- 
teen branches it should be entitled to 
a delegate for each branch. But even 
that did not satisfy the New York dele- 
gates. They pointed out that it involved 
an interpretation of what a branch is. 
Under the present organization there 
are branches and centres. What is called 
a branch in some cities is known as a 
centre in others. New York City actually 
has only seven branches, but it has a 
total of twenty-six branches and cen- 
tres. Under the amendment, however, it 
would ‘be entitled to only fifteen dele- 
gates, 
Remarks on the League. 


The resolution on the League of Na- 
tions was read to the conventiqn at the 
afternoon session by Miss Henrietta 
Roelofs of New York. 

Miss Roelofs said there were three 
problems to which the national asso- 
ciation might be supposed to make a 
valuable contribution. These were: The 


contribution of the association to the 
problems of family life and marriage; 
elping to bring together the human- 
itarian idealism of our nation and our 
political expression, and the problem 
of the relation of the United States to 
the family of nations. On the last 
named subject, she said: . 

“The Y. W. C. A. has had a long and 
vital and most happy experience in in- 
ternational relations through our world 
fellowship program. From the position 
of happy fellowship with the women of 
other countries, it has seemed inevitable 
that we should move on to a great con- 
cern over those economic and political 
situations which make or defeat the 
possibilities of extending this process 
of fellowship among nations themselves. 
Tt has been inevitable that we have 
felt a sense of responsibility for the 
part which the United States Govern- 
ment takes in efforts designed to lessen 
the possibilities of war and to provide 
a basis for constructive peaceful rela- 
tions between nations. 

“Our own [referring to the Y. W. C. 
A.] experience as a national member of 
a world organization gives us a unique 
position favorable to understanding the 
league. We are in company with our 
sister members of the world’s associa- 
tion perfecting the machinery of our in- 
ternational organization out of our ex- 
perience in working together. Our re- 
ward has been hundred fold. We have 
learned to know and respect other peo- 
ple; we have learned to be humble in 
the face of the suffering and fortitude 
of women of other nations. This ex- 
perience makes it seem inevitable that 
we should take some responsibility for 
trying to bring light to the question of 


the United States and the League, 


Called Foundation for Peace. 


“Has the time now come when we 
shall add to our other efforts in the 
cause of international cooperation an 
effort to secure the entrance of the 


United States into the League? It has 
been difficult for the American people 


to see our relation to the League clear- 
ly, divorced from the partisan struggles 
which have surrounded it. Perhaps the 
national association can help lift it out 
of its entanglements, and help to pre- 
sent it to the American people, standing 
on its own merits as a well established 


concern trying to build a sure founda- 
tion for international peace.”

Hylan Threatens Arrest : 
Of Inquiring Reporter 


Mayor Hylan, whose attitude to- 
ward the candidacy of Governor Al- 
fred E. Smith for the Democratic 
nomination for President, has been 
considered doubtful, resisted yester- 
day the attempt of a reporter to in- 
terrogate him on the matter. 

The Mayor was approached by the 
reporter as he was about to ascend 
the stairs in City Hall to go to the 
Board of Estimate room where the 
Sinking Fund Commission was in 
session. 

“Mr. Mayor, do you favor—’’ the 
reporter began. 

“Keep. away, keep away,’’ 
claimed the Mayor. 

“All I wanted to ask, Your Honor, 
was whether or not you favor Gov- 
ernor——?” 

“If you don’t go away, I'll have 
you locked up,’”’ shouted the Mayor. 

The reporter retired with his ques- 
tion unanswered. 


Roelofs, on behalf of the national 
board, introduced the following resolu- 
tion, which was greeted with enthusi- 
astic applause and referred to a com- 
mittee for consideration and presenta- 
tion to the convention at a later date: 

**‘Whereas, we are convinced that the 
League of Nations should be considered 
as a nonpartisan issue; and 

‘“‘Whereas, the United States is in- 
creasingly cooperating with the League 
of Nations in humanitarian activities, 
such as representation on the following 
commissions: Health, Opium, Traffic in 
Women and Children, Industrial, Hy- 
giene, and 

*‘Whereas, the Young Women’s Chris- 
tian Associations in forty countries are 
united in a world Young Women’s Chris- 
tian Association, and all but five of 
these countries (the United States, Rus- 
sia, Germany, Turkey and Mexico) are 
now members of the League of Na- 
tions, 

“Be it resolved, That on the basis 
of actions of former conventions ex- 
pressing our conviction thaf war should 
be outlawed, and our feeling of respon- 
sibility for the promotion of peace and 
better understanding between nations; 
and in view of the action of the National 
Board endorsing the entrance of the 
United States into the Permanent Court 
of International Justice; and with the 


conviction that the League of Nations 
offers itself as a further means toward 
developing stable and equitable rela- 
tionships among nations; we, the Young 
Women's Christian Associations of the 
United States, pledge ourselves to use 
our efforts to secure the entrance of the 
bea States into the League of Na- 
ons.”’

Holds Up Installation of New 
Furnace Grates Recommended 
by Hylan’s Physician. 


O'SHEA TELLS OF PLANS 


Ettinger’s Successor Says Politics 
Will Be Barred—Promises 
Freedom for Teachers. 


George J. Ryan, President of the 
Board of Education, announced yester- 
j day that he had held up the installation 
\of the Economy furnace grates in the 
public schools. On’ March 26 the hpard 
|voted to place these grates in school 
buildings at a cost of more than $3,000,- 
000 after Commissioner John A. Fergu- 
son, Mayor Hylan’s personal physician, 
had urged such action. 

Dr. William L. Ettinger, who retired 
yesterday as Superintendent of Schools, 
sent out to each member of the board, 
as one of his last official acts, an ad- 
verse report on this grate, a short time 
after he had issued a statement to the 
public school teachers of the oly at- 
tacking the ‘“‘installation of particular 
types of school equipment in which cer- 
tain well-connected persons have a fi- 
nancial interest.’’ 


Ryan Gives Out Statement. 


“In the latter part of March,’”’ Mr. 
Ryan said in the prepared statement 
given out in his office at the Board of 
Education Building, ‘“‘my attention was 
called by Mr. Joseph Miller Jr., Secre- 
tary of the Board of Education, to the 


adoption by the board on March 26, 
1924, of the following resolution: 

“ *Resolved, That in all new school 
buildings provision be made for the in- 
stallation of a type of grate tested in 
Public School 54 rooklyn, and that as 
soon as financial ability_exists provision 
be made for replacing with such grates 
the present ates now in use.’ 

“This was during the period that I was 
confined to my home through illness. 
As soon as possible I consulte¢c with Dr. 
William L. Ettinger, Superintendent of 
Schools, at Atlantic City, where I was 
convalescing, and suggested to him that 
he take steps to have any work uncer 
the terms of the resolution . slopped, 
Upon my return to the city I learned 
that nothing had been done. 

“Two weeks ago I conferred with Mr, 
William H. Gompert, Superintendent of 
School Buildings, and directed him to 
limit his action under the resolution to 
one old school building in which the 
grates needed replacement, and to re- 
port the result of this further experi- 
ment to the Board of Education, and 
that i would submit the matter to the 
board for its approval of my action.”’ 


O’Shea Outlines Policy. 


Dr. William J. O’Shea, who was 
elected City Superintendent of Schools 
last week to succeed Dr. Ettinger, took 
up the duties of his new office yester- 
day. Dr. O’Shea gave out a statement 
in which he indicated that the first 
problems to which he would devote at- 
tention were the housing of children, the 
teaching of children and the relation of 
the teachers to the Department of Edu- 
cation and to their work. 

“I believe,” he said, “that the things 
accomplished later will speak for them- 
selves better than anything that I might 
say about what I expect to do in this 
office. The task is an enormous one 
and I shall need and I invite the co- 
operation of all those interested in the 
schools, whether they are serving within 
=e system or whether they are out- 
side. 

“‘We have been making strides in re- 
cent years in providing better housing 
for the children in school. We shall need 
to keep on building more schools and 
completing them more rapidly. It is 
important not alone that we shall house 
our children decently but we should 
also strive to reduce steadily the num- 
ber of over-large classes, seeking to 
achieve a condition where no class in 
the public schools shall have more than 
forty-five children. 

“Teachers may be assured that so far 
as lies within my power they, too, shall 
have the greatest freedom for service. 
The children shall have the largest op- 
portunity to advance—each according to 
his or her abilities. Opportunity to mod- 
ify courses of study to try out newer 
ideas will be encouraged not in a few 
schools, but freely in all. The course of 
study must be made so flexible as to 
permit its adjustment to suit the needs 
of the children in our city, which is a 
vast grouping of widely different con- 
ditions and child abilities. 


Will Bar Politics, He Says. 


“TI want to emphasize at this time that 
the policy which has guided me in many 
years of service to the schools of this 
city shall be continued. Influences, so- 
cial, religious or political, have no place 
in a public school system save as they 
are directed to the upbuilding of the ser- 
vice of the schools to the children. Edu- 


cational and professional considerations 
alone should, and will during my admin- 
istration, determine the policies recom- 
mended and the persons named to fill 
positions of great or lesser importance 
in the school service. 

“Tt has ‘been my aim in the Board of 
Superintendents to make_ sure that 
teachers are assigned to schools where 
each one shall be happy. The best kind 
of service can come only from a teacher 
who is happy and who can be an exam- 
ple to the children in mental, physical 
and moral growth.”

WASHINGTON, May  1.—Increased 
compensation would be granted to third 
and fourth class postmasters and rural 
mail carriers under amendments to the 
Postal Salary bill adopted today by the 
House Post Office Committee. 

One amendment approved would give 
third class postmasters, numbering 10,- 
900, a flat increase of $100 a year in 
salary, and would provide for a scale of 
clerk hire allowances ranging from $240 
to $1,600 a year, based on receipts of 
the offices and the pay of ihe post- 
masters. 

An aggregate increase in ‘pay esti- 
mated at $1,900,000 would be authorized 
for fourth class postmasters under an- 
other amendment, the amount to each 
to be based on the amount of stamp 
cancellations. Each postmaster would 
be entitled to 160 per cent. of the can- 


cellations, instead of the present 145 per 
cent. 

In addition to their flat salary of 
$1,000 a year, rural carriers, the com- 
mittee decided, should receive an allow- 
ance of 4 cents,\a mile. This, it was 
estimated, would average about $300 in- 
crease for each carrier. The House and 


Senate Subcommittee, which framed the 
bill, recommended am allowance of 
three cents a mile. 

The House Committee also voted to 
increase the apnual pay of first grade 
messengers, laborers and watchmen in 
the Postal Service to $1,500 and to fix 
the pay in the-second grade at $1,600.

Miss Walsh sent to the Albinson apart- 
ment for a hope chest kept there which 
she says belongs to her. Albinson re- 
fused to give it up, maintaining it was 
his. The chest is said to contain linens, 
Miss Walsh's trousseau and-silverware. 

Miss Walsh retained Commissioner

Richard J. McKay, representing 
O’Brien, Malevinsky & Driscoll, law- 
yers, of 1,482 Broadway, at the sug- 
gestion of George F. Lahey Jr. and 
Robert E. Harlow, managers of the 
golf show, prepared papers in an in- 
junction suit when he was advised that 
the golf managers had been notified 
by the new regimental commander that 
the contract for the use of the armory 
had been canceled. 

Mr. Mackey called up Terence Farley, 
counsel to the Governor, at Albany and 
was told that the Governor had no ob- 
jection to the use of the armory for the 
golf show. Mackey said the contract for 
the use of the armory called for a pay- 
ment of $6,500 to the New York Guard- 
ian Association, that the document was 
executed last November and that the 
final instalment of the rent had been 
paid several days ago.

Colonel McLeer Rescinds His Action. 

Colonel McLeer, whose previous atti- 
tude had been that the golf show could 
not go on, as he had not signed the 
contract, decided that inasmuch as Gov- 
ernor Smith had no objection he would 
enter into a new contract with the golf 
show managers. 

Cc. C. Wenderheck, the architect who 
was engaged by the golf show managens 
to erect a model clubhouse in the 
armory, was disturbed by the refusal 
of the armory authorities to permit 
three truckloads of material to be car- 
ried into the building. When the affair 
was straightened out the lumber was 
carted into the armory and workmen be- 
gan preparing the building for the show. 
Walter Hagen, the golf champion, is on 
his way to New York from Florida to 
take part in the show. 

It is said that never before in the his- 
tory of the National Guard has an of- 
ficer been relieved of his command ex- 
cept on the filing of direct charges.

LONDON, May 1.—Difficulties arising 
from the American law providing that 
women retain their own nationalities 
on marriage, thereby clashing with the 
laws of most other countries under 
which women assume the nationality of 
their husbands, were called to the at- 


tention of the Commons this afternoon, 


and thé Home Secretary, Arthur Hen- 


derson, said that he was prepared to 
make overtures to America to have 
the anomaly removed. 

Under existing conditions a foreign 
woman marrying an American becomes 
a woman without a country, it is held 


here. These wives, it was pointed out, 


cannot even secure regular passports 
for travel, and it was this feature of 
the report which interested the House. 

The American rule, it was. stated, 
makes it impossible for English girls 
who have married Americans and gone 
to the United States to secure passports 
for visits to their former homes in Eng- 


land. 


The situation has worked great hard- 
ships in the past. For instance, if an 
English-born woman in London wished 
to go to her American husband who was 
ill in Paris, just across the English 
Channel, she was entirely dependent on 
the courtesy of Consular officials. She 
could not have a passport, but if she 


could satisfy officials that she was the 
wife of the American in question she 
might be passed through to her deg- 


tination as an act of grace. 

American officials here finally ar- 
ranged with their colleagues in other 
countries so that wives in this category 
could travel on affidavits in which the 
wives proved their marriage status.

Authorities Consider Federal 
Action to Get Evidence 
Against Baring. 


MILDRED BEAM STAYS AWAY 


Mrs. Baring Has Recelved Many 
Threatening Letters Since 
Her Husband’s Arrest.

WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., May 1.—The 
April Grand Jury of Westchester County 
wound up its work today by taking up 
again the charges that Clarence O. Bar- 
ing of White Plains tried to poison his 
wife with arsenic and germs of typhoid, 
pneumonia, diphtheria and scarlet fever. 
Baring’s attorney, Charles E. Long, 
was before the Grand Jury twice this 
afternoon under a subpoena. duces tecum. 

Dr. Henry J. Vier, Mrs. Baring’s phy- 
sicilan, also appeared before the Grand 
Jury. Mrs. Baring conferred with Dis- 
trict Attorney Arthur Rowland. Long 
was said to have refused to produce cer- 
tain documents bearing on the case on 
the ground that, as Baring’s attorney, 
he could not be compelled to disclose any 
information in his possession relating to 
his client. 

There was a persistent report that the 
indictment of a woman was scught on 
the charge of being an accessory. Mr. 
Rowland’s efforts yesterday to see Mil- 
dred E. Beam, the Elizabeth, N. J., high 
school teacher and close friend of Bar- 
ing, proved futile. The prosecutor has 
been intent on i1earning whether any let- 
ters passed between Miss Beam and 
Baring that would justify him in taking 
steps toward compelling her appearance 
in New York State. 

The District Attorney conferred yes- 
terday at the Bar Association in New 
York with a _ representative of Miss 
Beam. He would not disclose what ar- 
rangement had been entered into, if 
any, to bring about Miss Beam’s testi- 
mony in the case. But after the confer- 
ence Mr. Rowland was -not as confident 
as he previously had been that Miss 
Beam would come before him voluntar- 
ily, and a représentative of the young 
woman said to reporters: ‘‘She would be 
foolish to come over from New Jersey.” 

The possibility that the Federal au- 
thorities might be asked to invoke the 
aid of the Mann act in developing one 
angle of the case to insure the appear- 
ance in New York of all witnesses de- 
sired here was under serious discussion 
here today by officials engaged in the 
case, but no definite steps have been 
taken. 

On her visit today to the District At- 
torney’s office Mrs. Baring produced a 
number of letters condemning her for 
brining the name of Miss Bean into the 
case. Some of the letters received by 
Mrs. Baring were threatening, but none 


of them was presented before the Grand 
Jury. 

It was learned today that Baring’s 
real name originally was Burgess. and 
that he changed it by permission of the 
Supreme Court in New York in 1911 to 
Baring. He was divorced in Philadel- 
phia at about that time by Estelle 
Soa. who is now living in German- 
own. 


Baring Booked Passage Abroad. 


It was learned yesterday that Baring 
had booked passage for ‘‘Mr. and Mrs. 
Cc. O. Baring’’ for a trip to Europe on 
the steamship Belgenland on June 7. 
Though Mrs. Baring was reported yes- 
terday to have declared she knew noth- 
ing of the trip contemplated by her hus- 
band, Attorney Long, for the prisoner, 
said that the passage had been booked 
by Baring for himself and his wife and 
was evidence of his devotion to her, and 
evidence contrary to the State’s con- 
tention he planned to kill her. Return 
passage had been booked for the Levia- 
than, arriving here on Aug. 5. The iti- 
nerary arranged by Baring included 
visits to cities in Belgium, France, Ger- 
many and England. 

Attorney Long said today that on May 
7 he would move before County Judge 
William F. Bleakley for permission to 
inspect the minutes of the,Grand Jury 
in the case, so that he might use them 
in a motion for dismissal of the three 
indictments found against Baring 

Baring remained in jail today - ad no 
further effort was made to obtaiu bail. 
The District Attorney will ask that the 
amount be $100,000, a sum higher than 
any of Baring’s friends have shown an 
inclination to risk. 


MAKE 25 ARRESTS IN TOKIO. 


Workers Celebrate Under a Heavy 
Guard of Police. 

TOKIO, May-1 (Associated Press).— 
Under the watchful eye of 3,000 police 
reserves and with other officers sta- 
tioned at strategic points, more than 
10,000 workers paraded through Tokio 
at noon today in one of the most 


picturesque and orderly May Day labor 
demonstrations witnessed here. * 

One speaker was arrested when he at- 
tempted to discuss the alleged slaying 
of workers and radicals by police dur- 
ing excitement following the earthquake 
disaster. By way of precaution, police 
at daybreak had arrested ten radical 
leaders and enjoined known anarchists 
to remain at home. 


The May Day celebation was on a 
nation-wide scale, demonstrations also 
being held at Osaka and other industrial 
centres. These were enthusiastic but 
apparently orderly. 

Later arrests in Tokio brought the 
total for the day to twenty-five. Ten 
thousand workers paraded in the Osaka 
demonstration and 600 in Kyoto. 


QUIET MAY DAY IN FRANCE. 


Only the Taxi Drivers Quit Work 
in Paris. 


PARIS, May 1.—Today was the quiet- 
est May Day throughout France since 


the World War. The taxi drivers were 
the only strikers in Paris, while in 


Northern France, Alsace-Lorraine and 
the Loire mining, metallurgical and 
manufacturing districts were practically 
normal.

Moscow Celebration Brings Out

MOSCOW, May 1.—May Day was quiet 
this year as mourning for Lenin, with- 
out army parade or speeches. From the 
early hours of the morning workers’ 
organizations and other civilian bodies 
passed through the Red Square with 
bands playing and flags waving. Ne 
one was allowed to enter Lenin’s mau- 
soleum, a squat sombre building which 
might be imposing atop a small hill, but 
is sadly dwarfed in its position at the 
foot of the huge red wall of the Krem- 
lin. 

As the groups passed it banners were 
lowered and the bands played a funeral 
march. 

At noon Kalinin, Kamenev and Zino= 
viev, with Rykov, who has just re 
turned from a convalescent trip to the 
Caucasus and is looking better, but not 
over-robust, stood on wooden stands 
near the mausoleum and acknowledged 
salutes of the crowd, calling on the late 
ter to cheer for the revolution, the Come 
munist International, &c. 

Trotsky was conspicuous by his ab 
sence, but THE New YORK TIMES cor- 
respondent learns he is resting after @ 
busy ten days of speechmaking since 
his return from the south. Everywhere 
he spoke Trotsky was immensely en- 
thusiastic over his reception and there 
is little doubt he is far the most popue 
lar individual in Russia. 

Heavy rain that began to fall about 
1 o'clock put a damper on proceedings, 
though it ¢ould not check the ardor of 
the camion loads of youngsters with 
red hats and rosettes, embowered in 
fir branches, singing and cheering 
shrilly as they dashed about the streets. 

Tomorrow is also a holiday. It will 
be the first big celebration of the 
“Young Pioneers,’ a sort of Bolshevist 
Boy Scouts, who will parade ten or 
fifteen thousand strong to the Red 
Square in the morning and give a physi- 
cal drill display in the Zoological Gar- 
dens in the afternoon. It is said 
Trotsky may address them in the Red 
Square. 


MOSCOW, May x (Associated Press). 
Bolshevist Russia today departed from 
its usual custom of observing May Day 
with spectacular parades of units from 
the Red Army and Navy, confining its 
celebration to peaceful demonstrations 
at the tomb of Lenin. 

The authorities having decided to allot 
two days to the celebration, tomorrow 
will be given over to parades of the 
Communistic Boy Scouts and children 
of the working classes, who will take 
the oath of allegiance to the revolue 
tionary principles at Lenin’s. shrine. 

Hundreds of thousands of workmen 
with their families and many Govern- 
ment employes marched from all parts 
of the city today bearing flaming ban- 
ners and flags and converged upon the 
mausoleum in Red Square, forming a 
spectacle hardly less impressive than 
that of the funeral of the Premier. 

Special platoons of military police 
guarded the thoroughfares in order to 
insure unImpeded passage for the huge 
columns of workmen and their families 
through the crowded streets. Ambu- 
lances were stationed in the congested 
areas to render first aid to the injured. 
Groups of unarmed Red troops joined 
the great civilian processions, being 
under orders: from the commandant of 
the Moscow. garrison not to organize 
separate demonstrations. 

Directly behind Lenin’s black-hued 
wooden tomb appeared the huge red 
placard: “Our banner is Lenin. Our 
weapon is Leninism. The aim of the 
world is revolution.”’ 

The presence at the tomb of squads 
of brass-helmeted firemen with tanks of 
water and reels of.hose to guard the 
frail wooden structure which houses 
Lenin’s embalmed body, imparted a note 


of incongruity to the otherwise solemn 
scene.

Townley Is Groggy. 


Townley, who was down at the bell, 


was still groggy when the men were 
called to the centre of the ring for the 
second round. Carpentier was cautious 
and worked for an opening, putting the 
finishing touch upon his day’s work 
after 90 seconds of fighting. 

The decision of the French referee, 
Bernstein, was considered by fight ex- 
perts to be perfectly regular, but the 
| Austrian judges, unused _ to 
matches, hesitated before declaring a 
| knockout. They amnounced that the 
Austrian Boxing Federation would de- 
cide the case, although French and Brit- 
| ish observers expressed belief that the 
knockout blow was perfectly fair. 

To some of the uninitiated Austrians 
the knockout blow appeared to be low, 
but experts of the fighting game seated 
at the ringside were of the opinion that 
it was one of the cleanest cut knockouts 
on record. The Vienna Boxing Associa- 
tion was appealed to against the manner 
in which the final blow was delivered 
and will render its verdict on the fair- 
ness of the knockout tomorrow. Mean- 
while the purse money will not be paid.

The Yankees came to the end of their 
long trail of victories yesterday and 
lost.a ball game, just to vary the mo- 
notony of success that extended un- 
broken back to the 21st day of April.

BOSTON, May 1.—Wayland Dean’s 
pitching, plug a solid attack massed by 
the Giants, defeated Boston today in the 
first game of the series, 9 to 1.

IRON WORKERS STRIKE. 


Want Closed Shop and More Pay— 
Big Building Stopped. 


Iron workers in Manhattan, Brooklyn 
and Northern New Jersey struck yester- 


day and announced that they would re- 
main out until their employers signed a 
closed shop contract for $12 a day in- 
stead of $10.50, the present wage. Al- 
though a few remained at work on small 


jobs, the major part of steel erection on 
large buildings was halted. 


According to Robert T. Thomas, Sec- 


retary of the Iron League, which is the 
open shop organization of employers, 
not more than 1,000 structural iron 
workers left their posts. Union officials 


put the number at 3,000. 
Among the building affected were the

ment house at 277 Park Avenue, one of 
the largest operations in New York, the 
Postum Cereal Building at Park Ave- 
nue and Forty-eighth Street~and several 
public schools.

When the 32,000-ton liner Columbus of 
the North German Lloyd, the newest 
and largest of German steamers, docked 
for the first time at the foot of Fifty- 


eighth Street, South, Brooklyn, yester- 
day morning, American Army! officers 


and men searched unsuccessfully through 
her decks and cabins for Grover Cleve- 
land Bergdoll, the deserter, who was 
rumored to be aboard. 

A number of well-known Germans 


were on board, including Philip Heine- 
ken, President of the North German 


Lloyd; Paul Koenig, who commanded 


the German cargo submarine Deutsch- 
land, which penetrated the British 
blockade and Ianded at New London 
during the war; Louis Adlon, proprietor 
of the Adlon Hotel in Berlin, and Georg 
Bernhard, editor of the Vossische 


Zeitung. 
Paul Koenig sounded a warning of the 


denger that submarines y-culd soon cross 


the ocean with rum cargoes to avoid the 
dry navy. Editor Bernhard said that 
the death of Stinnes had not made much 
more than a ripple in Germany. 


‘‘He was a man of undoubted genius, 
and it will be a long time before the full 


effects of his death are known, but It is 


nevertheless remarkable how small a 


disturbance was caused by his death.

Dawes Report Favorably Received.

He said that 
most Germans were pleased with the 
partial recognition given in the Dawes

coveries, ‘by secretly constructed air- 
Planes and secretly drilled armies, he 
said: 

“Babble! Legends! Young men are 


always radical and aggressive, and there 


are some who continue to talk foolishly 


in Germany. But most people in Ger- 
many want peace. They are tired of 
quarrels, The Germans have had ex- 
perience with war and its consequences 
and want no more of it. What the Ger- 
man people want today is a chance to 
live. They are interested in the eco- 
nomic and financial restoration of the 
Government and every man is for him- 
self.’’ 

The rumor that Grover Cleveland 


Bergdoll, pre-eminent as a slacker, was 
concealed on the Columbus and trying 
to enter the country in disguise, came 
to the Government in such definite shape 
that a small army of searchers from 
Governars Island boarded the ship at 7 
o'clock Wednesday night when the 
Columbus dropped anchor at Quarantine. 


The officers in charge were Majors 
Harry A. Auer and A, G. Rudd and 
Captains C. W. Cromwell and J. B. 
Etteridge. Captain Johnsen of the 
Columbus turned the ship over to them 
and an all-night search for Bergdoll was 
made without success.

Describes New Liner. 


President Heineken of the North Ger-

Even then, however, 
we thought we foresaw, and we were 
correct in the anticipation, that the su- 
premacy of speed would not last, and 
for that reason we followed the Kron- 
rinzessin Cecile with the George Wash- 
ngton. In our opinion speed was en- 
croaching too much on more essential 
conditions. The idea which first took 
shape in the George Washington we now 
present to you carried out to what I will 
venture to call symmetrical completeness 
in the Columbus. We.believe the ship

“T think there has been a good deal 
of misconception about German ship- 
pulling. Its recent development was

Ask Help to Kill Moles. 
The Biological Survey of the United 
Btates Department of Agriculture was 
called upon recently to aid in the sys- 


tematic eradication of moles in Thurston 
County, Wash. This campaign has been 

helped by extention workers’ whe have 
encouraged farm women to make use of 
moleskins as a trimming for clothing, 
especially for children’s coat collars and 
cuffs, caps and their own dresses. A 
great many moles have been trapped by 
schoolboys, who have been offered 10 
cents or more for each pelt. In some 
regions the Biological Survey has ar=- 
ranged to have pelts tanned for a small 
sum each; in other communities those 
who wish to use the skins get them 
tanned at a local tannery for a few 
cents. In many cases the farm women 
themselves have learned how to do the 
tanning either through their home dem- 
onstration clubs or by other means. In 
this way the results of trapping serve a 
useful purpose at a nominal cost.

The effect of the lower Reserve bank 
jrate appeared most distinctly yesterday, 
as it is apt to do, in the-market for 
Government bonds. The Wall Street 
money market was not particularly in- 


fluenced by the change except for bank- 
ers’ acceptances, which declined one- 
eighth or one-quarter of 1 per cent. 


Rates for time money and commercial 
paper were unmoved. But nearly all 
Liberty bonds advanced to new high 
prices for the year, most of them selling 
considerably above the best figures of 


1923. This particular upward movement 


had been vigorously under way long be- 
fore a lower rediscount rate was con- 
sidered; it was caused by conditions in 
the general money market which ex- 
isted quite independently of the bank 


rate, and which, it is fair to say, were 
themselves the real reason for the re- 


duction in that rate. The most im- 
portant implication of this rise in high- 
grade investment bonds is the probabil- 
ity that it is preparing the scene for 
subscription to large new issues of se- 
curities, home and foreign. 

Prices advanced in the stock market 


also, though with Interruptions which 
for a time carried many shares back 
below Wednesday’s closing. This ad- 
vance may conceivably have been the 
result of more cheerful sentiment over 


the lower benk rate; but in a stock 
market which for so long a time has 
responded to nothing but the changing 


mood of professional speculators and 
the increase or decrease of the ‘‘short 
account,’’ people will be slow in draw 
ing larger inferences. Most of the stock 
market ended around the best figures 
of the day, with a rather substantial 
number of one-point net recoveries. 
Naturally, after Wednesday’s action 


on the bank rate, yesterday’s weekly 
Reserve bank statements were examined 


with interest. Their showing empha- 
sized strongly the tendenctes which 
were recognized by the lower rediscount 


rate. The New York bank’s reserve 
ratio stood a week ago at 90% per 
cent., which was the highest since the 
war; this week it rose to 911-3. Its 


rediscounts decreased $14,000,000 for 
the week; at $47,861,000, they compare 
with $211,574,000 a year ago. The re- 
serve ratio of the entire system also 
rose ; this week’s percentage, 82, is prac- 
tically back at the year’s high level of 
Feb. 6, which was the highest since the 
Spring of 1917. Outstanding note circu- 


lation of the twelve Reserve banks com- 


bined decreased $14,808,000 for the 
week; it is down $319,000,000 from the 


last return of 1923, whertas the reduc- 
tion in the corresponding period a year 
ago was only $174,000,000. It now re- 


mains to be seen whether reduction of 
one-half of 1 per cent. in the bank rate 


will in any respect arrest or reverse 
these various movements. 

Sterling advanced nearly 1 
yesterday's foreign exchange market, 
and the franc recovered to the week’s 
high rate of 6% cents; which is still, 


however, % cent under the season's 
top mark of April 23. The monthly 
settlement at Paris should now be in 
its preliminary stages. 

Yesterday's weekly car-loading state- 
ment made the same kind of compari- 
son as those of the four preceding 
weeks; that is to say, the trafflo indi- 


cated Was much below that of a year 
ago, but far in excess of the correspond- 
ing period in any other year. Loadings 
for the week covered by the statement, 


ending April 19, were less than in 1923 
by nearly 8% per cent., but they ex- 
ceeded by 91% per cent. the week's best 
previous record, that of 1920. What 
was perhaps more noticeable was that 
the number of cars loaded decreased 
as compared with the week preceding, 
whereas it increased in each of the 
five preceding years, It was still a sig- 
nificant fact that loadings of general 


merchandise continued to show an in- 
crease over 1923.

not prove a stimulant. Other basic fac- 
tors would have to be taken into con- 
sideration, they explained, among the 


most important of which are tax rates, 


which are awaiting Congressional action, 


and the actual functioning of the Dawes 
plan in Europe.

The Brooklyn Edison Company will 
have $50,000,000 of stock outstanding 
with the distribution of this issue.

NATIONAL CITY BANK 
INVESTING IN CUBA 


Buys Seven Branches of the 
Banco Nacional in Larger 
Cities of the Island. 


ACQUIRED AT ORIGINAL COST 


New York institution Now Has 24 
Branches in Cuba-——“‘A Good Pur- 
chase,” Says President Mitchell. 


The National City Bank acquired title 
yesterday to seven. branches of the 
Banco Nacional in Cuba. The Cuban 
institution has been in the process of 
liquidation and the sale of its seven 
branches, which were located in the 
more important cities of Cuba, was a 
step in this process. The price paid was 
not ascertained, but the National City 
Bank's offer was on the basis of tak- 
ing over the branches at their original 
cost of construction and furnishing, and 
this, it was understood, was accepted. 

By the acquisition, the National City 
Bank has further strengthened itself in 
Cuba and now has twenty-four branches. 
The new buildings, it was said, are of 
excellent construction and Charles E. 
Mitchell, President of the American fm- 
stitution, expressed satisfaction yester- 


day at what he termed a ‘“‘good pur- 
chase."" The deed given to the National 
Bank carries with it full title with no 
outside interests associated with the 
bank in ownership. 

The National City Bank was drawn 
more actively into Cuban business and 
commerce than had been intended when, 
three to four years ago, a depression 
struck that country. The bank, as 
creditor, stood in danger of facing losses 
when sugar prices Gropped, but through 
a policy of Piscing whatever sugar in- 
terests it had under a skilled sugar com- 
pany management, and of standing by 
with ample reserve funds whenever they 
might be needed, the institution not only 
saved its various investments, but helped 
to rescue the entire Cuban sugar in- 
dustry from a critical situation. Since 
then, both the sugar industry and the 
banking business of Cuba have rounded 
the corner and in the last two years 
there has been an expansion in both. 

A cablegram received yesterday by the 
National City Bank indicated that the 
revolt in Santa Clara had been virtually 
smothered and while sporadic outbreaks 
might occur for a few weeks to come “‘it 
is now generally believed that no general 
uprising will occur.”’ The me e was 
from Vice President Durrell of the Na- 
tional City Bank, who is in Havana.

Two reserve units for the United States 
Army are being forméd on the Illinois 
Central Railway. Théy are so organ- 
ized that the one battalion In the north | 
of the system and the other in the south | 
will be in a position to take charge of | 
and operate at the best advantage an | 
entire railway division in time of war, 
according to an issue of the Illinois 
Central Magazine. 

Each of the battalions will have a 
Ppeace-time stréngth of 161 men, includ- 
ing commissioned and  non-commiis- 
.sioned officers. Each battalion will con- 


sist of a headquarters platoon ahd three 
companies+one for operation, one for 
maintenance of way and a third for the 
maintenancé of equipment. These units 
will be a part of the organized reserves 
and will form an important auxiliary 
branch of our military organization. 
The period of enlistment is for five 
ears. 

“The Organized Resefves,’’ the Mag- 
azine said, ‘‘are siibject t6 call Only 
in case of grave natiofal emergency, 
such as a War with a foreign power, 
and such a call cat be issued only by 
Congréss. Whits are not subject to the 
call of the President or of State author- 
ities, as in the. case of the Nationa 
Guard, with the exception that they may 
be called for training dufing a period 
of not moré than two weeks in any one 
year. 

“Tt is augssoted by the War Depart- 
ment that battalion commanders should 
be preferably division superintendents. 
The organization of éach unit will, in a 
general way, be left to ite Gommanding 
officer, with the assistance of his staff 
which he appoints, Where @ division 
superintendent has had previous military 
service as an officer, the issuanhee of his 
commission will be in effect a reinstate- 
ment. Where thefe is no previous mili- 
tary service, the War Depaftment will 
issue a new commission upon the formal 
@pplication.”’

| BECOMES WORLD-WIDE 


France, England, Italy and Spain 
Adopting System That Is 
Growing Here. 


Establishment of great power pools by 
the interconnection of transmission lines 


covering large areas, linking up elec- 


trical generating stations according to 
the so-called super-power plan in effect 
in New York State and many sections of 
this country, is proceeding rapidly in 
other parts of the world. Advantages 


gained from such pooling of power are 
more complete and efficient use of gen- 


erating equipment, particularly of hydro- 


electric plants where the water flow is 
seasonal, and economies of Lavestment 
and operation. 

France has begun a super-power sys-. 
tem that will extend from the Pyrenees

VOLTAGE DOUBLED 


Cable Carrying 66,000 Placed in| 
Operation Beneath Cleve- | 


land Streets. 


F. L. Dame, President of the North 
American Company, announced yester- 
day that an underground cable’ carrying 
50 per cent. more voltage than any 
underground cable had ever carried be- 
fore had been placed in operation suc- 


cessfully in Cleveland on Wednesday. | 
This cable carried 66,000 volts, The im- 
portance of this development was said | 
to be in increasing the practicability of | 
forming a nation-wide superpower sys- 
tem. 
* Necessity for the construction’ of this 
high tension superpower cable arose 
from the need to supply power to in- 
terior territory in Ohio, Pennsylvania 
and West Virginia, where water for 
ower plants is not available. Involved 
n the group connected by this project 
Bare eleven power companies, represent- 
ing an invested capital of $3815,000,000 
and producing 2,000,000 horsepower. 
Among these companies is the Cleveland 
Tiuminating Company, a .subsidiary of 
the North American Company. ; 
As its share in the gigantic project, 
the Cleveland company had to tie into

the overhead high tension lines of the 
Northern Ohio Traction Company, twen- 
ty miles from the Cleveland generating 
station. More than eight miles of this 
distance are in the thickly populated 
residential and business sections of the 
city. Overhead lines were out of the 
question. After months of research the 
engineers determined on plans for the 
66,000-volt cable, even though nothing 
like it had previously been attempted. 
‘A subway was built clear across the 
city, with manholes at 300-foot intervals, 
to house the cables at least four and 
one-half feet below the paving. Several 
Manufacturers had to be called upon 
for the fifty miles of cable needed, be- 
cause no one of them would undertake | 
to furnish so large a quantitv within 
the stipulated time limit. 

While perhaps the least dramatic, the 
most important problem for the en- 
ineers to solve was a method of join- 
the cables in such a way that the 
voltage stresses could’ be with-

“Without the development of 
such cables, superpower projects would 
be practically impossible, because cities 
like New York, Boston, Philadelphia 
and Chicago could not permit vast net- 
wokrs of extremely high tension wires 
to be caried on poles through their 
streets. 

“A few years ago, engineers insisted 
that the limits of voltage had been | 
réached. But in overhead construction 
work the voltage was nevertheless raised 
from 60,000 to 80,000, to 110,000, and 
now, on the Pacific Coast, an overhead 
voltage of 220,000 has been attained. 

“Tn advancing the underground volt- | 
age by 50 per cent. to 66,000 volts, our | 
engineers have solved the problem of | 
transmitting large amounts of energy | 
through congested city districts. With | 
tl@ new cable available it is now pos- 
sible for a superpower group to devel- 
op electricity at distant points, to carry 
it hundreds of miles overhead, to run it! 
underground through the heart of large 
cithes and then to distribute it to in- 
dustries and homes.”’

TOBACCO BOYCOTT 


Cooperative Growers of the 
South Send Commission Abroad 
in Hope of Fighting Ban. 


MARKETING METHOD WINS 


Expect 25 Cents for This Year’s 
Crop, Yet Manufactured Prod- 
uct’s Price Is Low. 


Members of a tobacco growers’ com- 
mission which will visit Europe in the 
hope of lifting the boycott which they 
say is now in force against the coopera- 
tive growers in the South and of making 
direct connections regarding the sale of 
tobacco in countries that have tobacco 
monopolies reached New York last 
night. They will sail on the Leviathan 


on Saturday. 

Members of the party included James 
C. Stone of Lexington, Ky., representing 
the Burley Tobacco Growers’ Coopera- 
tive Association; Judge Robert W. 
Bingham of Louisville, Ky., Dark To- 
bacco Growers’ Cooperative Association ; 
Oliver J. Sands and Tucker C. Watkins, 
Bright Tobacco Growers’ Cooperative 
Association, and Aaron Sapiro, general 


counsel for all three. : 

The cooperative movement in market- 
ing the tobacco crop, which has spread 
through the South in two and a half 
years, was explained by Mr. Stone. 

He said that as a result of the co- 
operative system the growers this year 
probably would receive 25 or 26 cents a 
pound for their crop, as against 7 cents 
in 1908 and 12% cents in 1919; yet the 
retail price of chewing and smoking to- 
bacco’ and cigarettes is lower now than 


ever. 
“Not only are the growers receiving 
a fair return for their labor,” he added, 


“put the associations are doing more 
to improve the scale of living in the 
rural districts thap any other agency 
f ccomplished.”’ e 
Nr. tone said the burley crop last 
year was 290,000,000 pounds, 200,000,000 
of which the cooperative associations 
marketed.

$2,500,000 SUIT SETTLED. 


Government to Get $963,256 for 
War Supplies for Russia. 


The action begun by the Government 
in 1921 to recover $2,500,000 deposited 
in the National City Bank in 1919 to the 
credit of the All Russian Central Union 
of Consumers’ Societies was settled yes- 
terday. These societies, known as Cen- 
trosoyus, had purchased from the United 
States about $900,000 of surplus war 


supplies, and to secure payment had as- 
signed their claim against the bank. 
Suit was begun on the assignment and 
was contested by the bank on the ground 
that the Centrosoyus had been taken 
over and was a rt of the Communistic 
Government of Russia. 

Testimony was taken in France Eng- 
land and Russia. As a result it was 
agreed that judgment be entered against 
the bank, under the terms of which the 
bank is to pay to the United States 
$963,256.08 and to the Centrosoyus §$1,- 
696,399.66. The papers were signed by 
Federal Judge A. N. Hand. 


SHIP’S RADIO ASKS DOCTOR. 


Supposed British Liquor Craft Calls 
in Vain for Help. 

NEW LONDON, Conn., 
Frantic radio calls for a doctor were 
received here early today from the 
British steamship Newton Bay, said to 


be a member of the rum fleets between 
Block Island and Montauk Point. Her 
location was given as 41.8 north lati- 
tude, 71.10 west longitude. 

Several messages said a man on board 
had sustained a fractured skull. Medi- 
cal advice was relayed by the Broad 
Street Hospital, New York City, 
‘hrough a wireless telegraph company 
this city, but the ship replied that 
1 doctor and not advice was needed. 

No vessel with a physician aboard 
Was near and the quiet that resulted 
after two hours of urgent appeal for 
aid gave rise to the belief on shore 
that the victim had died. No clue as 
to the identity of the sufferer, or the 
manner in which he was injured, was 
given, 

The Newton Bay, it was _ reported 
here, was compelled to leave her an- 
chorage off Montauk Point and make 
for Yarmouth, N. S., for supplies, and 
left the latter port Monday with 13,000 
cases of whisky aboard.

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WHEAT GOES HIGHER! 


ON WINNIPEG GAINS | 


Grain Prices Not Affected by May 
Contract Deliveries of 17,- 


000,000 Bushels.

CHICAGO, May 1.—Deliveries of close 
to 17,000,000 bushels of all grain in the 
various markets on May contracts had 
very little if any effect on values, al-j 
though there was some selling of wheat, 
corn and oats early by scattered longs 
who did not want the cash grain. Their 
offerings were absorbed by elevator in- 
terests who sold the July against them. 

The wheat market was rather dull un- 
til near the close, when Winnipeg 
started u rapidiy and advanced to 
$1.01% and closed at $1.01%, a net gain 
of 2 cents for the day. For weeks, 
resting orders to sell at $1.00 had proven 
a stumbling block to the bulls and the 
rapidity with which the price shot up 
caused much comment amongst local 
bulls after the close. 

The finish here was at net gains of 
% to % cent with Winnipeg May 24% 
cent under Chicago, about the smallest 
difference so far. 

Export demand was less aggressive, 
although. sales were estimated at 500,- 
000 to 600,000 bushels, largely Mani- 
tobas. Milling business, however, was 
much better, with the East taking 420,- 
000 bushels here during the day. A 
good part of the grain was No 2 red. 

In the aggregate, the trade in wheat 
was larger. eliveries here were 3,- 
851,000 bushels; at Winnipeg, 3,260,000 
an at Kansas City 1,685,000 with 
around 500,000 at Minneapolis. 

A Winter wheat crop of 560,000,000 
bushels was shown by both the Snow 
and the Murray reports, or 12,000,000 
bushels less than harvested last year. 
About 7 per cent. of the area was aban- 
doned, leaving 37,300,000 acres for har- 
vest, compared with 89,522,000 acres last 
year. Condition is estimated at 82.4 to 
”). Indiana, Ohio, and Illinois have a 
prospective crop of 92,600,000 bushels, 
againat 137,310,000 last year, while Kan- 
sas, Oklahoma and Nebraska have 231,- 
566,000 bushels against 148,198,000 last 
year. Spring wheat acreage has been 
reduced 13.7 per cent. according to Mur- 
ray’s report, indicating 16,222,000 acres, 
the smallest since 1897, compared with 
18,786,000 acres last year. There is a 
lack of sub-soil moisture in the Spring 
wheat territory, as shown by Sn 8 re- 


port.

LONDON MEETINGS QUIET. 


With Labor in Office May Day Puts 
on Dignity. 


LONDON, May 1. — Labor’s own May 
Day this year was perhaps the most 
peaceful and dignified celebration of the 
day in London since it became the prac- 
tice to devote it to labor demonstra- 
tions. Wet, foggy weather and muddy 
streets helped to reduce the ranks of 
those who marched to only a few hun- 
dred, although the consciousness of 
labor's new-found dignity on the Govy- 
ernment benches of Parliament may 
have been responsible in part for this 
mild observance. 

The procession through the streets and 
the demonstrations in Hyde Park and 
other parks this year were not even 


| marked by the usual flaring banners. 


There was no noisy singing nor any of 
the shouting which usually marks 
labor’s annual May Day. 

Only in one of the speeches was there 
any attempt to preach the radical Com- 
munism with which the banners de- 
clared various of the groups were asso- 
ciated. Young Communists _gccupied 
two or three of the platforms, and some 
of them attacked the MacDonald Gov- 
ernment for its conservative policy, de- 
manding closer relations with Soviet 
Russia. The group around one platform 


eventually passed a resolution demand- 
ing that the Government adopt a levy 
on capital and provide large doles for 
the unemployed.

letters written from Europe in 1921 by 
Plant to Miss Jesmer. Student friends

Young Plant in his letters to Miss 
Jesmer while she was convalescing from 
the ingens received in the accident de- 
scrib the scenery of the Riviera, told 
of a me of baccarat at Monte Carlo 
and described festivities in Paris and 
London. ‘The letters were introduced 
in evidence over vigorous protest by J. 
Arthur Hilton, attorney for Plant, who 
said that they were irrelevant. 


Lonely Without Her, He Said 


Several times 1n the letters Plant in- 
quired, ‘‘Do you miss me?” and added, 
“I hope you do.’* Again he wrote, “‘You 
don’t know how lonely I am without 
you. I am thinking of you and praying 
for you. Remember that every word I 
said before I left you, I mean as much 


as ever.” 

In a letter written from Nice on Feb. 
17, 1921, Plant says, “‘Here I am in the 
Palm Beach of France.” He tells of 
trips to Monte Carlo and of winning 
8,000 francs in one game and losing 500 
in another. 

“T wish I was at the Palais Royal 
with you instead of here” wrote Plant, 
“T hope and pray for your complete re- 
covery. Why don’t you write? You 
know how a person feels when he ex- 
pects letters and doesn’t get them. You 
do not know how much I enjoyed your 
books.” 

In a letter written on the stationery 
of the Ritz Carlton Hotel in London 
and dated Wednesday, March 16, 1921, 
Plant told of hearing the song ‘“‘Snap 
Your Fingers at Care,”’ which was sung 
in the Greenwich Village Follies at the 
time Miss Jesmer was in.the chorus, 
and which Plant testified she was teach- 
ing the other occupants of his car just 
preceding the accident.
